GETTMAN 
DUMPED

Months of wrangling over the financially 
troubled situation at the national offices of 
NORML resulted in the firing of — Jon 
Gettman, NORML’s National Director. by 
NORML’s Board of Directors on April 28. 
Gettman’s tenure lasted 2 1/2 years. 

At the time of his firing, NORML was in 
considerable debt to a number of creditors, 
ncluding the Intemal Revenue Service, 
printers and advertisers. During the past 
several months those debts had begun to 
riously hamper NORML’s effectiveness as 
an organization: the government was threat- 
ening property liens, printers were refusing 
to. produce literature, employees’ salaries 
were frequently in arrears and the NORML 
product line was in disarray. Terry Mitchell 
of the Libertarian Party has been brought in 
to remedy the situation, Mitchell believes a 
concentrated effort at debt reduction, com- 
bined with an aggressive fund raising drive, 
can make NORML solvent by the end of the 
¥ 


a. 
Gettman was saddened, but not surprised 
by the Board’s decision. "I made a calculat- 
ed risk a couple of years ago to spend time 
on coordinating the activist network around 
the country," he explained, "But | knew at 
the time--because money was so tight-that I 
compromising the efficient’ manage- 
ment of the office. I gambled that the hu- 
man element in the movement would give us 
more funding, and when my gamble didn’t 
pay off soon enough it came down to the 
Board deciding it was time to address NOR- 
jancial problems by a change in 
ement. I'm at the top, I'm responsi- 

ble, and that’s why I’m out 
Gettman’s willingness to assume public 
responsibility for the financial problems at 
NORML, while noble, does not address 
NORML’s real problem, which is the lack 
of sufficient contributions to effectively run 
a national organization. During his tenure, 
Gettman took increasing responsibility for 
NORML’s financial affairs, a disastrous 
move on his part, This exposed Gettman’s 
inability to manage a business and dimin- 
shed his effectiveness as an organizer and 
spokesman for the movement. Without the 
resources 10 hire a professional business 
manager, Gettman simply became over- 
whelmed with the effort to maintain the dual 
responsibilities of "visionary," as co-worker 
Doug McVay called him, and businessman. 
Gettman began his association with

wed, Kevin Zeese took

manager. Zeese vacated the position in 
November, 1986 and Gettman became the 
national director. 

“L set two goals for myself as national di- 
rector,” Gettman said. "The first was to 
win--to see marijuana legalized before I left 
NORML. | didn’t accomplish that. The sec- 
‘ond was to leave NORML in better shape 
than it was when I found it. I believe the 
programs implemented during my stay there 
is the foundation upon which to build a suc- 
cessful organization, 

“There had always been a devisiveness in 
the movement--between lawyers, indepen. 
dent activists, Yippies and the people in- 
volved in NORML-and I'm proud of the 
fact that in the last couple of years all of the- 
se groups have been working more and more 
with each other on a common purpose. I'm 
proud of contributing to getting the activist 
movement to work in a more unified fash- 
ion. Things like working closer with HIGH 
TIMES and Ben Masel and others as far as 
holding rallies. I think NORML has to as- 


sure these people that it’s still dedicated to 
activism. 

‘The second tool NORML needed was to 
nd a way to use the volunteers around the 
country effectively, which we also accom- 
plished. But working on those two projects 
involved investing a lot of time and money 
i igibles which don’t show immediate 


profit, so it was not a very good financial 
move. Still, I think the foundation is in 


‘As for me, I'm giving a lot of thought to 
what my role in the movement should be 
right now. I might do some writing or try to 
get a job related to drug policy. I'll keep in- 
volved. I'm grateful to have had the oppor- 
tunity to: serve the individuals in the move- 
ment. It's been a positive experience. It's 
been an honor. 

Given the condition of NORML’s finan 
cial affairs, the firing of Gettman was proba- 
bly justified. But it will not solve the prob- 
lems he faced. The roadblocks Gettman 
stumbled upon can only be removed by a

SUICIDE OR WHAT?

Thomas Rosko conducted an autopsy, which 
was inconclusive. Then, six days after Hoff- 
man was discovered fully clothed in bed in 
his New Hope apartment, Rosko released 
the expected suicide report, based on his 
toxicological findings. A "massive dose of 
the drug phenobarbital’--150 pills, plus al- 
cohol, was found. "It was intentional and 
self-inflicted,” Rosko concluded. 

Lawyer Michael Kennedy questioned 
Rosko’s report. "First of all, I don’t believe 


he said. “That's the part 
believable.

“If in fact there was such a massive intake 
of downers,” Kennedy continued, “it’s im- 
possible that a competent pathologist 
wouldn't find them immediately.

‘Thereafter, they found an amount--I’m sure 
Abbie had something in his system, he al- 
ways did. It suggests to me that they wanted 
to play it politically.

Jack Hoffman had still not seen Rosko’s 
report at the time of this interview, conduct- 
ed in mid-May. He said he resented the fact 
that Rosko did not reveal his findings to him 
in person, But that’s where he stopped in 
criticizing Rosko, "I don’t want to conspira- 
tize it,” Hoffman said. "I have no reason to 
believe otherwise. What else am I to be- 
lieve? I don’t want to give them [the author- 
ities} that much credit, 

"We should be mourning what Abbie 
won't be able to accomplish now,” he con- 
tended. "The message in his death is that 
people suffer from manic depression. It’s 
the genius disease. Abbie wanted people to 
know about it--he was. writing a book--but 
he never complained. The incredible thing 
is that he suffered from this disease for 15 
years and he still was able to do so much." @

ROCKS THE WHITE HOUSE 


In one of the largest protests in the last 20. | 
years, more than half a million people 
descended on Washington, DC on April 9 to 
protest the possibility of Roe vs.Wade being 
overturned. Later that month, the Supreme 
Court heard a Missouri case--Webster vs. 
Reproductive Health Services--which asked 
that public funding for abortion be 
prohibited. 

If the Missouri case is upheld, the 
constitutionality of the landmark 1973 Roe 
vs. Wade pro-choice case could be 
challenged. A reversal by the Reagan court 
would send power back to the individual 
states, many of which would make abortion 
illegal again, 

The Washington rally drew 600,000 
people--mostly women--of all ages. Not 
since the anti-war demonstrations of the late 
°60s and early °70s have so many people 
been so outraged by a particular issue. The 
fear of returning to the _ backstreet 
butchers--the beneficiaries of the pre-choice 
era (1973 and before)--has made even the 
most apathetic American stand up and take 
notice. Although the crowd was mainly 
female, many men were present, proving 
that this is not just a woman’s issu 

Led by Whoopi Goldberg, the crowd 
roared, "Never again!" Other celebs like 
Jane Fonda, Cybil Shepard, Marlo Thomas, 
Phil Donahue and Donna Mills were also 
among the crowd, Although neither 
glamorous nor a household name, Norma 
McCorvey, the "Jane Roe" of Roe vs. Wade 
fame roduced.

Hard to imagine but 20 years ago 
Richard Nixon became our 35th 
president, the Vietnam War was at its 
eight and Woodstock happened. On 
Oct 31, 1968, LIFE magazine featured 
a blue joint being smoked on its cover 
(see graphic). “This issue--placed 
squarely in the laps and livingrooms 
of Middle-America--arguably had as 
much impact on the status of 
marijuana in this country as any 
other single event before or since. 
LIFE’s acknowledgment of grass as a 
subject for family reading and 
discussion meant that government 
and conservative forces could no 
longer make the claim that 
pot-smoking hippies were a small 
minority out to destroy the moral 
fibre of the country; for those who 
feared the worst, their nightmare had 
become a reality. 

‘Two articles made up the LIFE 
cover story: the first dealt with Frank 
LaVarre, a college sophomore, who'd 
been busted in Virginia while making 
a three-pound grass-run for friends 
and sentenced to 20 years in prison. 
‘The second article, by Dr. James L 
Goddard, a former director of the Food 
and Drug Administration, dealt with 
the question of whether or not grass 

ul 


should be legalized. Both articles had 
a profound effect on the American 
psyche. 

The 20-year sentence _ given 


LaVarre was the minimum allowed by 
law in Virginia at that time; it was, in 
fact, the minimum allowed in that 
state for possession of more than 25 
grains of pot. The publicity generated 
by the LIFE article drew such public 
outery that not only was LaVarre 
conditionally pardoned by the 
governor within six months, but the 
process to revise Virginia’s inhuman 
marijuana laws was set in motion, 
setting the stage for the nationwide 
chanees which took place during the 
s. 


BUGS FOUND IN ‘GRASS’ DISK 


Last month I wrote an article about 
the recent trend of anti-drug software. 
One of the programs discussed--"Keep | 
Off the Grass"--was _ particularly 
strident in its warnings about pot. 
The program states, among other 
things, that marijuana: (a) is i 
addictive; (b) causes vomiting and 
diarrhea; (c) can make men grow 
breasts; (d) causes babies to be born 
with central nervous system defects; 
(e) and can cause drivers to suffer 
blackouts. 

To get the low-down on what pot’s 
side-effects really are, I decided to 
contact the National Institute on | 
Drug Abuse. They put me in touch 
with’ Dr. Stephen’ Szara, chief of the 
institute's bio-medical branch. This is 
what he had to say: 

- On marijuana being physically 
addictive--"There is not a yes or no 
answer. In regular doses it is probably 
not physically habit forming. In very 
heavy doses, there have been cases of 
physical addiction.” 

- On causing central nervous 
system defects--’I wouldn’t put it that 
way. There is data that women who 
use marijuana heavily during 
pregnancy will give birth to smaller 
children. The central nervous system

effects are questionable. I don’t think 
we have any good data either pro or 
con. 

- On reduced sperm count~-"It is 
dose-related. High doses may lower 
the sperm count, lower doses don’t 
and even with high doses the sperm 
count usually bounds back to normal.” 


I called the publisher of the 
program (Substance Abuse Inc., 
Edwardsville, Kansas) and asked 


where they got their facts. I was 
referred to the program's author, 
Barbara Thomas, who is a professor 
at the University of Iowa School of 
Nursing Education. 

“Tecan only tell you that I did a very 
thorough literature search. I got all 
that information from published 
information and reputable sources,” 
she said, adding that most of the 
research appeared in British and Irish 
journals. 

When I asked Thomas about 
specific facts in the program that 
conflicted with the opinion of NIDA, 
she insisted that her reading of the 
literature backed up her claims. 
However, Thomas did concede that 
her reference to drivers blacking out 
under pot’s influence was _ shaky: 
"That one I'd want to check. I didn’t 
remember that I'd said 'blackout.” @

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CAPITOL PUNISHMENT 


uring the last two years, the murder 

rate in the Nation’s Capitol has 

soared as turf battles to control the 
city’s crack and cocaine markets have ex- 
panded. But behind the marble facade of 
the national monuments lies a wonderful, 
thriving, dynamic city struggling to take 
care of its own despite the social and eco- 
nomic handicaps of being one of Ameri- 
ca’s last colonies. 

Though Congress gave the District 
“Home Rule” in the '70s, it reserved the 
right to veto laws and otherwise inter- 
fere in the city’s management. For exam- 
ple, the Federal government, which is the 
largest business in town, consumes the 
most public services, yet the city govern- 
ment cannot tax the Federal government 
to help pay for such basic services as po- 
lice protection, sanitation and road main- 
tenence. Instead, the city and Congress 
bargain, then Congress decides how large 
a Federal payment will be made to the 
city in lieu of taxes. This and other aspects 
of “Home Rule” complicate the manage- 
ment and the economic growth of the 
city. 

Like other urban areas in the US, parts 
‘of Washington are in dire need of eco- 
nomic development and consequently 
have become vulnerable to exploitation 
by cocaine and crack merchants. The in- 
ner city poor, regardless of race, have 
long been the victims of drug profiteers. 
Nonetheless, poverty is still too often 
analyzed in racial terms, just as the drug 
problem is still too often analyzed in 
moral terminology. The answers to these 
problems lie more in the field of econom- 
ics than they do racism and prejudice. (I 
am not denying that they are part of the 
problem, but they're not part of the 
solution.) 

Fortunately, Washington has a strong 
community; the city’s pulling together 
and finding its own way out of the mur- 
derous cycle of profit and violence that’s 
destoying lives and threatening souls. The 
Capitol needs money for community pro- 
grams, better schools and job training. It 
has to be able to provide treatment on 
demand for anyone wth a drug problem. 


Drug Bizarre William Bennett's first 
response to Washington's drug problem 
was to point out that the district's leaders 
have failed, and suggest the National 
Guard patrolling the streets as a solution. 
Next, he came up with a plan for more 
cops, more prosecutors, more courts and 
more prison space to put more prisoners 
into. It's innovative thinking like this that 
keeps Republicans in the White House. 
Politicians like to give lip service to the 


rreal solutions to the nation’s drug prob- 
lem—education and treatment. In reality, 
our politicians are the drug problem. 
They need education—in the history of 
the drug war—or better yet, treat- 
ment—like being voted out of office. 
Which will happen if they don’t come up 
with more money for comprehensive ed- 
ucation and treatment programs. 

Hopefully, we can convince Bennett 
and others to stop the ludicrous and 
tragic cycle of fighting drug abuse with 
cops and bullets and, instead, extend a 
helping hand and a trusting embrace to 
those who desperately need it. @ 


NORMAN ZINBERG, R.I.P. 


Norman Zinberg, who died at 

the age of 67 on April 2, defined our 
cause when he once said: "It seemed 
more important to make the facts 
known about marijuana than to 
cooperate in promulgating 
misconceptions, putting people in 
jail for simple possession and 
creating an unnecessary climate of 
fear." His contribution to our 
cause-and our country-- was 
generous and great. We will miss 
him. 

A professor of psychiatry at the 
Harvard Medical School a 
psychiatrist at Cambridge Hospital 
and author of the landmark 1984 
book, Drug, Set and Setting, 
Norman's life was dedicated to the 
treatment and care of individuals, 
and to helping his students and 
society learn more about caring for 
each other. "He had a remarkable 
impact on our understanding that 
drug effects are not simply a 
consequence of biochemistry,” Dr. 
Howard Shaffer, a colleague at 
Harvard and Cambridge Hospital 
said in the New York Times 
obituary. 

Those of us who argue for 
reform of drug laws often complain 
about the failure to distinguish 
between the differences between 
various drugs, and between their 
use and abuse. Norman discovered 


and taught us what those 
differences were, why they were 
important, what their dynamics 
were and, most importantly for us, 
how to discuss them so that others 
may learn. He argued that 
knowledge produces social change. 

Norman was a member of 
NORML’s Board of Directors since 
the mid-’70s. His expert testimony 
helped further the 
decriminalization of marijuana in 
the ’70s and preserve those gains in 
the 1980s. In addition to his 
long-time involvement with 
NORML, Norman was also a 
member of the Drug Policy 
Foundation and recently was one of 
the first appointees to the National 
AIDS Commission. 

Norman’s influence on NORML 
has been profound. Professionally, 
he contributed and perpetuated a 
standard of excellence that guided 
and preserved our faith in the 
integrity of science. Personally, 
Norman contributed perseverance 
and a great amount of good cheer. 

Jorge Luis Borges once said of 
Oscar Wilde, "[Hel is almost always 
right.” As future generations review 
and learn from the work of Norman 
Zinberg, they will make the same 
observation. Our work is dedicated 
to his memory.

UTLAW NATION 


MY RIGHT TO SPEAK OR REMAIN SILENT 


A few years ago a Dutch entrepreneur asked 
me to help start the Hash Info Museum in 
Amsterdam. He appointed me curator, and 
have developed the exhibits at the museum 
ever 

The museum hired a freelance publicist 
named Kip to get stories about the 
institution in the papers. Kip did his job too 
well. The story ran in all the Dutch journals, 
and was picked up by media organizations 
throughout Europe and evenutally around the 
world (including my mother’s local paper in 
the States). 

Before the official opening, journalists 
asked the Dutch Minister of Justice what he 
thought about the museum, He said it was a 
joke and an abomination, and should not be 
allowed to open. When journalists asked me 
what I thought of the Minister’s remarks, I 
said that if the government closed it, this 
would not be the first time a museum was 
closed by the government in Holland. The 
newspeople, who appreciate the incredible 
freedom in Holland, were surprised and 
asked me when an event like that had 
occurred. "During the Nazi occupation," I 
replied. The next day the papers carried the 
Minister's denial of being a fascis 

A year later the museum's proprietor 
and I were indicted on charges of 
"Advocating the Use of Marijuana" and 
possession of less than an ounce, which 
represented the marijuana and hashish on 
display or growing in the museum. I hired a 
very good lawyer and the same publicist, 
and we went to court 

The prosecution, which asked for a fine 
of 1,000 guilders ($500) on the advocacy 
charge and 100 guilders ($50) on the 
possession charge, claimed that I had 


violated a section of the opium laws by 
displaying controlled substances as well as 
paraphernalia connected with their use. The 
laws also prohibited advocacy of use or 
legalization. 

Between myself, my lawyer and my 
co-defendant’s lawyer, we made these 
arguments: 

Display is not advocacy. In Amsterdam 
there is also the Anne Frank Museum and. 
the Torture Museum, Certainly their 
displays don’t promote advocacy. There 
was no display in the Hash Museum that 
advocated use; the displays described use in 
an anthropological manner. 

Unequal treatment under the law. In the 
Customs Museum, located in Rotterdam, 
there was a smuggling exhibit similar to our 
| anti-smuggling exhibit. The police never 
| harassed the government’s exhibit 
| The threat to education and the spread 

of information. An example I gave was the 
| government-sponsored Tropisch Museum, 

also located in Amsterdam. The museum 
has walk-through displays of the 
environments of various cultures. One 
exhibit featured a commercial street in a 
small town in India. All of the sights and 
sounds, as well as the odors, were carefully 
reproduced. One of the small shops sold a 
leaf wrapped around herbs that included a 
betel nut, a mild psychedelic. Certainly, the 
court would not find this authentic 
reproduction of a real-life scene--which 
happened to include drugs--as advocacy. 

If the same museum were to exhibit the 
Indians in the Amazon and their use of 
hallucinogenic substances which they blow 
into one another's noses with long pipes, 
and people walked through that exhibit,

would that be advocacy? Clearly, our 
museum was no different than theses 
exhibits, 

If the museum did advocate the use of 
‘marijuana, it was still not guilty. How can 
an anthropological museum, which depicts 
culture, avoid being subjective? The Anne 
Frank Museum is not objective. Every 
person sees things a little differently. This 
inherently creates subjectivity. 

As far as advocacy was concerned, the 
Opium Laws were unconstitutional. The 
Treaty of Rome, which Holland signed in 
1948, guaranteed freedom of expression to 
the peoples of all signatory countries. Since 
the Opium Laws were in conflict with the 
treaty, they were unconstitutional. If 
freedom of expression were denied about 
one topic, then the government could also 
apply this to other areas--perhaps anything 
dealing with national security or conflict. 

‘The expert witness for the prosecution 
was a former member of the marijuana 
‘movement, eight years removed and very 
yuppified. In his written complaint, he: 
pretended to be an expert. He was 
subpoenaed to court, but did not show up. 
attacked his credibility as a witness. Even if 
he was an expert on some area of marijuana 
study, he certainly had no expertise as far as 
museums went. His criticism of the 
museum and its exhibits was purely from a 
layperson’s point of view. It was so 
subjective and biased that we totally 
disregarded it. 

The prosecution itself was a vindictive 
and spiteful action instigated by the 
Minister of Justice because of my media 
spat with him. All people in the country are 
entitled to equal protection under the law. 
This court action denied me that. 

Back in the States, I had begun 
appearing as an expert witness for the 
defense in marijuana cases. I was used to 
help the court determine intent, yield and 
weight, among other things. Most of the 
people whose cases I worked on were 
marginal growers as far as marijuana 
cultivation goes. 

One person had 94 plants in three 
sardens totaling 25 square feet. They 
iby fluorescents and had no 
reflective material surrounding the 
perimeter. The government claimed that 
since these were unsexed plants, half would 
have been males and discarded. This left 47 
plants. They claimed each plant would yield 
a pound. The jury agreed with me that the 
plants would have a much lower yield, 
probably less than a pound, and that the 
fellow had no intent to sell. 

Another person had about 20 square feet 
of grass in a lean-to greenhouse covered 
with filon, a translucent fiberglass material 
made especially for covering greenhouses. 
The police claimed that they could see the 
configuration of marijuana plants through 
the plastic roof at 1,000 feet. The plants 
were only 18 inches high. The judge went 
up ina plane and agreed that the cops must 


have had X-ray vision.

L.A. DRUG EXHIBIT OPENS;

VANDALS COP FAKE DRUGS

‘A multi-media exhibit on drugs called 
"Lifestyle Choices" has opened in Los 
Angeles’ Museum of Science and 
Industry. Co-sponsored by Arco and 
the lational Health Foundation 
(NHP), the exhibit, which cost over $1 
million to design and build, is the first 
permanent display of its kind in a 
major museum. 

Featured in the exhibit is a large 
locked plexiglass case that contains 
samples of marijuana, hash, hash oil 
and a varied assortment —_ of 
hallucinogens, barbituates, narcotics, 
amphetamines and designer drugs. 

Within weeks of the exhibit’s 
January opening, the case was broken 
into and the drugs were stolen. 
Explains David Langness, executive 
director of the NHF and the exhibit’s 
curator, “If anyone on the streets of 
Los Angeles tries to sell you plastic 
drugs, you know where they came 
from.’ We had originally planned to 
use real drugs in the display, but we 
changed our minds after the Los 
Angeles Police Department advised us 
against it, because of the security 
problems they said the drugs would 
cause." 

‘The replica drugs, manufactured 
by Texas Alcohol and Narcotics 
Education Productions, have been 
replaced and now there is a large red 
sign that reads, "These drugs are not 
real." But this hasn’t solved the 
exhibit's vandalism _ problems 
entirely--the display case was recently 
defaced with ‘slash writing,” the 
preferred graffiti of Los Angeles gang 
members. 

The exhibit also includes a 
specially-built  drunk-and-drugged 
driving simulator which is housed in 
an actual '89 Chevy Blazer, donated 
by General Motors. On a small video 
screen participants can test their 
ability to drive under the influence of 


drugs and alcohol. You, playing the 
cartoon character driver, are offered 
from one to eight drinks of aleohol and 
a choice of either marijuana or cocaine 
before taking off (on the screen). You 
then drive the Blazer under the 
approximated state of intoxication. 

‘Though there’s something — for 
everyone, the exhibit is primarily 
aimed at young people. Fortunately, 
it’s not a’ "Just Say No” show; the 
exhibit presents no value judgments. 
It emphasizes a realistic and factual 
approach to drugs. Langness adds, 
“We're saying: here are the risks, this 
is what can happen, and there can be 
long term effects. We're not telling 
you that if you take cocaine once you 
are going to die,

| appeared in a case in Marin County, 
‘California, the super ritzy part of the San 
Francisco-Bay Area. A father and son were 
‘charged with growing marijuana. A hearing 
was to be held to determine intent. They 
could get diversion if intent to sell was not 
involved. 

Before an expert is accepted, s/he must 
prove to the court that s/he is more 
knowledgeable about the subject than a 
layperson. The period of scrutiny is called 
the voir dire. First, the side the expert is 
working for questions the witness, then the 
prosecution cross examines. The defense 
attempted to qualify me on the basis of my 
studies abroad, visits to the Mississippi 
Marijuana Project and the books and 
magazine articles I've written, The judge 
said that he would not qualify me unless I 
had seen illicit gardens. To prove that I had, 
I brought in articles printed in HIGH 
TIMES. 

Under cross examination I was asked the 
identity of the growers, which, of course, I 
refused to give. The California constitution 
includes a reporter’s shield privilege, which 
1 invoked. The judge held me in contempt. 

The next time I showed up in court I was 
represented by Ephraim Margolin, one of 
the most prominent constitutional lawyers 
in America. At the next court session, upon 
seeing who my attorney was, the judge 
lifted the contempt citation, However, every 
time I refused to answer questions about a 
garden, my direct testimony was stricken. I 
could not prove myself as an expert. The 
judge, who had power to qualify me at any 
time, let the questioning continue. 

Since then there have been several 
postponements and a few hearings 
regarding whether I'm qualified to testify as 
an expert marijuana-cultivation witness. 
Undeterred, | qualified in a different court 
in the same county. 

In one case, the judge had no trouble 
qualifying a police officer who had little 
knowledge about marijuana and no idea 
what the garden would yield. He displayed 
his ignorance time after time under 
‘cross-examination. 

As of April, the California trial had been 
going on sporadically for several months. 
‘The basic question remains: If a reporter 
claims to have gained experience in the 
field through his work, can he withhold his 
confidential sources of information and still 
qualify? 

Back in Holland, the Dutch court 
decided that I was not guilty of advocating 
the use of marijuana. The bad news is I was 
fined 100 guilders for possession of less 
than one ounce of marijuana 

In January, when both trials were going 
on, I was in the ironic position of being 
prosecuted in Holland for speaking out and 
harassed in a California court for remaining 
silent. I remain unintimidated and will 
continue to fight for my right to speak and 
remain silent. @

The chief takes the stems in his left and the bow! in 
his right hand and slowly walks around the cirele. stopping in front of 
each man present, who takes from him, first the gr 
sniffs gently, then the bowl, the contents of which he 


ps. The vessel 
contains a sweetened infusion of hemp, strong and subtle in its action. 


WHAT THE DECOCTION IS LIKE. 


The taste of the decoction is sweet, nauseously so, not unlike some 
preparations of chloroform, and its first effects are anything but 
pleasant, for it produces a distinct tendency to vomit, not unlike a 
strong dose of ipecacuahna. As soon as all have in succession partaken 
of the drink, which is termed “homa.” big horns are produced 
containing spirits, for the Nosairiyeh are great dram drinkers. The 
horns of liquor are passed about and in a few moments the effects are 
apparent, following upon the hemp. The eyes brighten, the pulse 
quickens, the blood seems to bound more actively in the veins, and a 
restlessness takes possession of the whole body. Atthis moment the 
booming of a giant drum is heard again, giving the signal for the sacred 
dance which is the next item in the ceremonial of the evening. From 
‘each of the dozen parties or so into which the clansmen are divide 
‘one steps out, and the dozen individuals so designated form up a 
a gentle declivity in rear of them. Two of the tribe with a “reba,” or 
stringed fiddle, and a tambourine, seat themselves and start a peculiar 
air in a minor key, which all those around take up clapping their hands 
while rhythmically, and to this rhythm the dancers, joining hands as 
they stand, begin to move gently to and fro. 

The moonlight is full on them, showing up their white nether 
garments, but leaving the dusky faces and dark upper garments in a 
slow semi-shadow. First the dancers move slowly, a few steps to the 
right, then a few to the left, raising the legs sedately: The m 
quickens, and they quicken the pace accordingly. Further to the right 
and further to the left they go each time, till the movement hecomes a 
positive allegro. Faster goes the music. faster the dancers. until with a 
finale furioso the men stop, panting and out of breath, at the signal of 
the Sheikh. He claps his hands and twelve others step out, and the 
figure begins as before. When these are exhausted a fresh set take their 
place, and this 1cd until cach of the clansmen has taken part 
in the dance. In conclusion all join hands and go seven times round the 
sacred oak 


A CRAZY FESTIV: 

The solemn supper is now ready, and is served by the wives of the 
tribesmen, who have been busy preparing it in huge earthenware dishes 
placed upon the ground in the middle of each group. And the 
moonlight meal in the shade of the sacred oak is none the less striking 
by reason of its being dished up by women who wear in their sashbands 
asharp yataghan, of which the handle shows clearly, and a brace of 
pistols in the girdle. The plates are peculiar. First there is fried liver, 
eaten to the accompaniment of fiery arrack—the favorite spirit of the 
comes “leben” —a specices of sour cooked cream, 

; afterward the “kibabs” of mutton, it 
wooded sticks, like the familiar ware of the cat’s meat m: 
with a force meat of rice, tomato, mutton and onions and 
person has a wooden spoon to eat with, and the etiquette of the table 
requires one to eat much and eat quickly, and to drink as much as o! 
eats, The appetites of the Nosairiyeh are proverbial in Syria: the 
allowance of meat being a sheep for two. I can vouch for theie tippling 
powers. Scores of them finish their pint horn of arrack in a couple of 
draughts, taking a couple of quarts in the course of their supper. The 
meal is really a match against time, and, with such good trencher men 
as the hemp eaters, is quickly finished. 

The real business of the evening now begins. The hemp, powdered 
and mixed with sirup, is brought round in bowls, together with the 
decoction of the leaves, well sweetened. Each of the tribesmen secures 
-a vessel of arrack—for it quickens and heightens the action of the 
drug—and disposes himself in the most comfortable attitude he can 
think of. Then, taking a good spoonful of the hemp, and washing it 
down with an equally good drink from the liquor receptacle, he lies or 
leans back to allow it to operate. I take a reasonable allowance of the 
compound (it tastes very much like raw tea leaves flavored with sugar 


water), and then lie back to note the action on my own person, and watch, 
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sensation of fullnes 


this passes off. leaving a feeling of delicious languor, and an idea that 
one is rising from the ground and floating in space. Little things 
assume an enormous siz things near seem far off. 


EFFECTS OF THE DRUG. 

The oak tree close by appears to be a mile off, and the cup of drink 
looks a yard across, the size of a big barrel. One's hands and feet feel 
heavy and cumbersome, and then feel as if they were dropping off, 

6 soar away from the earth skyward. where the clouds 
seem to open to receive one. and one long perspective of light shines 
before the eyes. The feeling is one of estatic restfulness, contented 
unconsciousness, suggesting the “nirvana” of the Buddhist. This 
marks always the end of the first stage of hemp eating. The aphrodisiac 
effects, the visions of fair faces and heauteous forms, the voluptuous 
dreams and languishing fancies which the Easterns experience—these 
are the results of larger and oft repeated doses of the drug. 

Already the larger quantities of the compound, repeated many times 
in the meantime and stimulated by frequent draughts of arrack are 
beginning to show their results upon the hitherto immobile figures of 
the Nosairiyeh round the sacred oak. Again and again they seize the 
spoon and convey it to their mouths, until the hemp craze is fully upon 
them. One or two stir uneasily; then another screams for “Ali, Al 
(their founder Ali), who is identical, they say, with Allah. A half a 
dozen respond lustily, “Ali hu Allah!” then empty the arrack cups 
beside them. A few move about with outstretched arms as though they 
were in the clouds trying to clutch the houris, whose imaginary forms 
they see, and disappointed. sink back. after a fresh supply of the drug. 
has heen swallowed. From the eatiemity beyond, where the women are 
located. come the sound of singing and of laughter and the rhythmic 
patter of feet upon the ground. The ladies have been indulging on their 
own account, and the noise they make rouses the men from their 
dreams. Three or four jump up from the floor at a single bound, a 
seized by the dance mania, begin capering away as for very life. They 
here and there, they twin id writhe and wriggle and 
distort themselves, awakening blows off his matchlock as he capers 
merrily round, while his neighbor stretches out his fingers for the 
arrack.

END OF THE HASHISH DEBAUCH. 

In the distance we hear the sound of the women’s voices as they 
scream and sing and dance in an under the influence also of 
the intoxicating hemp. Again and yet again the tribesmen quaff from 
the hashish bowl, and the riot grows wilder and madder than before. It 
becomes a veritable saturnalia. Flushed and inflamed, they fly from 
side to side, tear to and fro, whiel round on the heels, skipping in the 
air and jumping feet high above the ground, to the banging of the great 
drum in the village: the shouting of those unable to move, the 
screechings of the “Reba,” or fiddle, which still plays on, and the 
crackling of the guns as they go off. Scimitars are drawn, yataghans* 
flourished, half a dozen engage in mimic combat, slashing and cutting 
at each other with an all too earnest resolve to draw blood—a result 
speedily obtained—while yet another batch dance round and round on 
their heels: spinning like tops in play. Faster and furious grows the 
corybantic* rout, and in their mad excitement the men tear away the 
garments from their bodies, throw away their weapons, fling the 
turbans from their heads and, naked to the waist with dishevelled hair 
and eyes ablaze and extended arms, they continue their mad anties, 
until foaming at the mouth and bleeding from the nostrils, they sink to 
the earth and lie huddled in heaps, hopelessly and helplessly 
intoxicated with the hemp.

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REMEMBERING ABBIE 


The following interviews with people 
who knew Abbie Hoffman, who died on 
April 12, were conducted within days 


of Abbie’s death. 


by Steve Bloom 


MICHAEL KENNEDY, lawyer; defended Rennie 
Davis at Chicago 8 trial: 

‘The first time I met Abbie was in a 
hotel room in the fall of 1967. He had a 
pot of honey laced with acid. We were all 
supposed to take a big finger full of 
honey and sit down and formulate a 
strategy and that's what we did. 

Abbie would try anything. In the old 
days, he did acid the way some people 
would do bacon and eggs. He obviously 
was not averse to drugs—they were a 
very important part of his personality. I 
just don’t think he intended to kill 
himself. I can imagine it as an accident 
because he was very compulsive and 
unafraid of any kind of drug or pill. 

Abbie saw the next four years as 
critical. He was looking forward to riding 
another wave. He was ready. For 
instance, he was going to go up to Alaska 
to defend the otters. The (oil spill] 
depressed the hell out of him, but he was 
not the type to give in to depression. 
Being a manic depressive, we learned 
years ago that that was a power—that 
depression is as much a power as mania 
is. If you could harness it—that’s where 
the lithium came in—you could turn it 
into positive political activity. That's why 
he had this incredible fucking energy. 
Abbie lived about as fully as anybody 
I've ever known. 


DAVID PEEL, marijuana activist and leader 
of the group, Lower East Side: 

Abbie was my hero, Because of him, 
Jerry Rubin and Howard Smith (a former 
Village Voice writer}, I became a radical. 
He made me become very outspoken 
and open-minded. 

We appeared at many rallies together. 
What Abbie did with words and lectures, 
we did with music. It was the same thing, 
except he talked and we sang. 

Abbie made the Youth International 
Party grow up. We all grew up with him. 
He saw the truth the way I see my 
music—right from the streets. Matter of 
fact, a few years ago I told Abbie, “I 
haven't left the streets yet,” and Abbie 
said, “David, neither have I.” 

I don't know the reason why, but 
goodbye, Abbie, goodbye. 


PAUL KRASSNER, writer and former 
publisher of The Realist: 

What I learned from Abbie was the 
inseparability of politics and culture. He 
clearly saw this linear connection 
between busting kids here for smoking 
pot and dropping napalm on the other 
side of the world. It was all an extension 
of the dehumanization. 

Abbie's commitment never wavered. 
He was a total political animal. He 
squeezed life out of every moment and 
was a delight to be with. But all his time 
underground put a strain on him. He was 
amanic depressive the last few years. He 
had an auto accident, his mother was 
sick: And how affected was he by the 
Alaskan oil spill and the anniversary of 
Phil Ochs’ death both of which had 
recently happened? 

Abbie’s legacy is his inspiration to 
young people. He said you can fight City 
Hall. Most of all, he said, you don’t have 
to sit back and watch the news, you can 
be part of it. 


AJ. WEBERMAN, Dylanologist: 

Abbie was a real outlaw. He was 
always into doing something illegal, 
whether it be the Weather Underground, 
blue boxes, counterfeit watches or coke. 
He was an honest, principled all-around 
dude who never ripped anybody off 
except the establishment. 

Tused to sell Abbie pot. I once had a 
fistfight with him in Florida when we 
[the Zippies] were sleeping in Flamingo 
Park and he and Rubin and the Yippies 
were staying in a fleabag hotel. Jerry and 
Abbie became corrupt; they were just 
doing media stuff. But after awhile, we 
forgot the whole thing and became 
friends again. 

The last time I saw Abbie he told 

jokes, but was pretty subdued. He was 
depressed. The car accident and getting 
caught smoking a joint on the airplane 
shook him up. They were thinking of 
institutionalizing him. He didn’t want to 
get out of bed. He started taking those 
fucking mood elevators (beta blockers]. 
He should've stuck with pot. 

People keep asking me if it's alright to 
cry about Abbie. It sure the fuck is. 


JERRY RUBIN, former Yippie: 

Abbie was never mellow. He was 
either depressed or ecstatic. He was a 
comedian. People tend to think 
comedians don’t feel. Abbie felt. I saw a 
lot of pain in his face during the 
'80s—pain caused by a crazy world, all 
the environmental damage, all the 
homeless. I think it was that pain that 
exploded inside his heart. 

Abbie was never the same after he 
went underground. It deepened his 
alienation and furthered his 
politicization. He was actually more 
political in the ’70s and 80s than he was 
in the 60's. We disagreed politically—I 
don’t think we were aware of how 
different we were in the '60s—but 
resolved our personal problems. A 
couple of years ago we went out ona 
campus debate tour and got along 
fabulously. No matter what, we were 
always partners. 

I recognized Abbie’s pain during the 
debates. When you stripped away all the 
words and the jokes, he was simply 
saying “feel.” Kids are not big on 
“feeling” today; they just want to make 
it. 

Abbie was a true American hero, an 
original. In a perfect world, he'd still be 
outside protesting. 


DANA BEAL, marijuana activist: 

I believe the government persecuted 
Abbie to death—just like they did to Tom 
(Forcade]. This is the story, man: DEA 
Dirty Tricks Killed Abbie! The 150 pills 
they supposedly found in him is a hoax. 
How did they miss the 150 pills the first. 
time? (The first medical examiner's 
report was inconclusive. Wake up and 
smell the coffee, man. You know the auto 
accident Abbie had? He said it was the 
result of someone tampering with his 
brakes. Before Abbie left New York to 
move to Pennsylvania, someone came to 
his apartment, posing as a secretary, and 
ripped off all of his stuff. Man, they 
hounded the dude to death because of 
his piss-test book. Was Abbie murdered? 
That's for us to find out. 


PAUL KANTNER, Jefferson Airplane: 

Abbie wanted to die when he was still 
alive. He was upset about how badly old 
people are treated in this country. It was 
a good time to die. 

He used to come to our shows, we'd go 
to see him speak. When he was on the 
lam he stayed with Grace and I for about 
six months. For China's birthday he 
dressed up as a clown and entertained 
the fuck out of the kids all afternoon. Of 
course, the other parents didn't know 
their kids were being entertained by a

SNTERVIEW: ABBIE HOFFMAN 


"There’s Nothing 
Like Being 
a Part of History 


by John Holmstrom 


Although Abbie Hoffman was certainly 
larger than life, and as famous as any 
political activist could be, it wasn’t ur 
death made front page news on April 13, 
1989, that the full impact of his life’s work 
was felt. 

I interviewed Abbie Hoffman in 
February. He was in very good spirits, and 
very excited about the prospect of being the 
subject of a major interview. We ended up 
talking about a wide range of topics. We've 
decided to run a special third part of the 
interview, and talk with some of his close 
associates as a tribute to his memory. It 
Seems fitting, since this is one of the last 
a series of interviews we're running to mark 
the 15th anniversary of HIGH TIMES, the 
endurance of the counterculture, and the 
memory of Tom Forcade, the founder of 
HIGH TIMES. Tom was a close associate 
of Abbie’s, and also suffered from manic 
depression, which has been mentioned as a 
Contributing factor in both of their suicides. 


HIGH TIMES: Aside from your 


speak a lot about drugs 
n the only person to 
fe book, available to 
the public, Steal This Urine Test, about 
I'm also involved in speaking out against 
CIA covert action projects, which I write 
about and speak about on campuses. I was 
just in Oliver Stone’s next movie, Born On 
the Fourth of July, which stars Tom Cruise. 
It’s based on the book by Ron Kovick, and 
it’s about a Vietnam vet who's paraplegic 
and returns to the US 
antiwar leader. I believe this is going to be 
the first movie that tells what the 60s at 
home was really like. That movie will be 
out right after Labor Day. 

I'm also working with a partner on a 
book on the political campaign. In the 
summer, I began writing a book about the 
underground years. Four Walls, Eight 
Windows is publishing Abbie Hoffman's 
Greatest '60s Hits, which is basically 
Revolution For The Hell of It, Woodstock 
Nation, and Steal This Book, all in one 
volume. I have to work on the introduction 
to that. Aside from giving advice to 
everyone who walks through the door on 
how to go underground, how to leave the 
country, and giving advice to student 
groups all over the country involved in 
‘occupations, and settling disputes among 
left wing groups, and the comedy act, that’s 
about it 
HT: Can you talk about your efforts 
against the CIA’s covert actions’ 

AH: I co-authored a controversial article in 
the October Playboy about Reagan/Bush 
campaign officials dealing with 
representatives of Khomeini in 1980 to 
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discuss the delaying of the hostage release, 
sabotaging the election for Carter. Nothing 
in that article has been disproven since. In 
fact, many people have come forward and 
said they participated in the meetings. 
Very little mention is made that John 
“Tower was head of the Tower Commission. 
Or Omission, as I prefer to call it, because 
the Tower Omission forgot to deal 
with the question of how Iran, with a 100% 


American-equipped army, held off Iraq 
from September of 1980 to 1985. Where did 
Iran get the billions in arms and the 
sophisticated weaponry needed to condu 
one of the major wars of the 20th century? 
Well, of course, they had to come to Satan 
America in one way or another. John Tower 
knows this 

In my opinion, Oliver North will never 
g0 to prison. If he tells what he knows,

we're facing impeachment charges against 
the president of the United States, because 
Bush was in on it hook, line, and sinker. 
The relationship of the United States to 
all these doings, especially from 1980 up to 
1985, maybe even 1988, is not being 
explored at all in the media, 
HT: It is, but only a little bit. Theyre not 
telling us what's really going on. 
AH: No. They're too timid. They've been 
intimidated by Reagan. They’ve been 
intimidated by their advertising 
departments, and it’s just one of too many 
areas where the press has become, you 
know. 
HT: A mouthpiece for the government and 
for special interests. 
AH: Exactly. And I don’t see that as any 
different than Bill Beutel going on 
television in New York tonight and talking 
about five-year-olds with Uzis selling crack 
designed as candy in kindergarten. I mean, 
T'll bet you $100 that isn’t happening. 
‘That’s total made-up bullshit fantasy. 
HT: It seems like the more they report it, 
the more these things happen. And they find 
more spectacular stories every day, so 
people can get titillated by 


to see Born on the Fourth of July come out, 
because it will be the only movie that tells 
about a period that I was involved in very 
intensely where I don’t have to have 
reservations. You're going to see the flag of 
the Woodstock Nation in it. You're going to 
hear the language. You're going to really 
see it as it happened. And it takes a great 
director like Oliver Stone to pull it off, just 
like I think he did with Platoon. Bruce 
Springsteen is doing the music. And there 
were a lot of anti-war people who lent 
support to this movie to try and make it 
more accurate, more honest. Hopefully, it 
will get by all the bureaucrats and bankers 
in Hollywood. 

HT: What do you do in the movie? 

AH: I play myself 20 years ago. I've had 
many offers, but they’re usually to sell out, 
I get offers once a month, like this Cheech 
and Chong movie that’s coming out (Rude 
Awakening, which is actually Cheech 
Marin’s new movie--see last month’s HIGH 
TIMES for details). You know, just sit there 
and pretend you're selling out the 
revolution. Or be an ex-CLA agent in Miami 
Vice. I have no intention of doing anything 
like that.

AH: There are a lot of factors interacting 
here. It’s like a thousand planes take off. 
Nine-hundred and ninety-nine land safely. 
One crashes. We hear the stories about the 
one that crashed. 

In terms of our own personal 
experiences, we always know a friend or a 
cousin who got whacked out and did 
something stupid on drugs. We have to stop 
and realize that 99% of our nds that have 
used drugs get a little hungry, a little horny, 
and then go to bed. It doesn’t make a very 
dramatic news story but that is reality. 

HT: The media is busy looking back. 
They'll look back at the Kennedy 
assassination, and reveal Marilyn Monroe’s 
relationship with President Kennedy, but 
when it comes to any possible CIA’ 
involvement in the Kennedy a 

they keep their mouths shut. 
AH: I just saw a John Lennon poster next to 
the Statue of Liberty, put out by the Liberty 
Week extravaganza in 1986. Do you think it 
says on the back of the poster that the 
Immigration Department tried for six years 
to throw John Lennon out of America? 

HT: Of course not. And he only got to stay 
here by renouncing drugs, and filming an 
anti-drug commercial. 

‘AH: The chief reason (they wanted to. 
throw John Lennon out) was that he was 
hanging out with people like me and Jerry 
Rubin and John Sinclair, and getting 
politically active in this country. And over a 
marijuana bust. There are hundreds, if not 
thousands, of people inside this country 
who have had marijuana busts around the 
world, but that was used politically. 

Well, there’s nothing like being a part of 
history, like Tam, and seeing how much of 
history is distorted. That’s why I'm excited 


ination, 


HT: So, what happened to the 60s? 

AH: First, it's important to understand what 
happened iin the °60s. To do that, I've got to 
get a little bit historical 

For example, in the 18th century, the 
war that gave us our independence marked 
that century. Next was the Civil War, in 
Abraham Lincoln’s time, which marked that 
century. In the 20th century, in the "60s, 
another civil revolutionary war marked the 
20th century, more than any other war, The 
reason is, in all three of these wars, you had 
brother against brother, father against son, 
families ripped apart. In World War II, 
there was a general consensus--let’s go get 
Hitler. We were all into it. We were into 
World War I. We were into the War of 
1812. We were, unfortunately, into the 
Mexican American War. 

In addition, these three wars extended 
over a long period of time. The Vietnam 
War was the longest one in US history. It 
went on 20 years. Mostly in secret by the 
CIA, but it involved three and a half million 
soldiers. It’s the first war in which trillions 
of dollars were spent. 

Now, when you get a war that marks a 
century, there’s obviously one side that 
wins, and one side that loses. When we won 
‘our independence from the British, it didn’t 
matter, after Washington, whether 
presidents were reactionary, revolutionary, 
right wing, left wing, conservative or 
liberal, they couldn’t have a program that 
said, "Let’s be British subjects again.” That 
was settled. In the Civil War, two things 
were settled: No slavery and the industrial 
revolution. Subsequent presidents after 
Lincoln, right or left, couldn’t get us out of 
the industrial revolution. They couldn't 
reinstitute slavery. 


What was won in the *60s? We 
destroyed legal segregation and apartheid in 
this country. The "colored only” signs came 
down. We created a spirit of liberation in 
the land that gave rise to women’s 
liberation, to gay liberation, to people 
wearing their hair long and getting away 
with it, to people playing rock and roll 
music if they wanted to. A sense of 
liberation that is so accepted and prolific 
that it isn’t even understood that we had to- 
fight for these kinds of rights with a fury in 
the 60s. 

Most important was the Vietnam War. 
It's going to be extremely difficult, if at all 
possible, for the United States to send three 
million soldiers 10,000 miles away to fight 
20 years again in a war that the public 
doesn’t accept. I don’t know if the Russians 
can do it after Afghanistan. I don’t know if 
anybody can do it. 

Those three things can’t be undone. 
Sure, conservative presidents can come 
along and abortion rights can disappear or 
marijuana laws can get more liberal or 
stiffer. Capital punishment can come back 
or go away. Or student rights on campus 
can slowly erode, as they're doing. But we 
can’t go back to before the °60s. We can’t 
go back and do another Vietnam. We can’t 
g0 back and stick "colored only" signs up 
all over the place and have apartheid like 
South Africa. That’s why even Bush has to 
pay lip service to things like day care 
centers. He has to put a black in his cabinet. 
We can’t go back to the "good old days" of 
Yankee imperialism when presidents used 
words like nigger. 

HT: How did you first get involved in 
political activism? When did the 60s begin 
for you? 

AB: The "60s began for me in 1960, with 
the battle against capital punishment, which 
is a very good issue for us to understand 
how things work in our society. My first 
demonstration was outside the walls of San 
Quentin, protesting the electrocution of 
Caryl Chessman, who had not actually even 
murdered people but was accused of, 
sodomy or something. There were half a 
million people that demonstrated against the 
execution in America, and probably another 
half a million around the world, and 
nonetheless he was executed. From that 
point on, a movement was built against 
capital punishment. 

Now, if Ilook at that issue, I say, if 
want to change capital punishment in 
America, the way to do it is to convince 
Russia to drop it, And then you can turn 
around and say, "look at this barbaric 
country, America.” 

HT: What do you think of the current "60s 
revival? 

AH: It will last two more years. This year, 
because of Woodstock, which was the 
greatest cultural event of the century, and 
because it’s the easiest to commercialize. 
Then, the year after, Kent State. There will 
be a huge remembrance of Kent State, and 
what happened in that period. After that, it 
will be over, because no one wants to 
remember 1971, I guarantee you. It was a 
mess. 

HT: Where is the next Abbie Hoffman 
going to come from? Where are the new 
young activists? 

‘AH: I know where they are. [ talk to them 
all the time. 
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I spent long days in the summer of 
°82 playing pick-up volleyball, 
exploring caves and training for 
cross-country races with my friends 
Tom and Jack. Somehow we got 
fixated on the dream of leaving our 
small town on the east slope of the 
Rocky Mountains and visiting the 
tropical jungles of Maui for the 
summer growing season. Ganja 
growing, of course. 

We percolated this plan, stewed on 
it for well over a year and then, 
instead of dropping it like most 
schemes of this sort, we began 
buying the gear, chasing down the 
expenses and wrapping up our 
personal affairs, which were few. In 
our early 20s at the time, we were 
blissfully unencumbered. 

Istill remember the exact moment 


we decided to make the commitment 
and go flying off 3,500 miles west and 
stake a claim on some jungle turf. 
We'd just spent a couple of hours 
climbing to a hidden limestone cave. 
Inside the back grotto, we lit two 
candles and fired up a high-test 
Hawaiian doobie. In the meditative 
silence that followed, we looked 
each other in the eye in the weird 
candle glow. Finally Jack spoke. 

“We're going, aren't we?” 

From that point on it seemed there 
was no looking back. 

Getting ourselves ready for a 
distant growing expedition was no 
different than any other extended 
road trip, other than we couldn't tell 
our friends and relatives our true 
plans. So we manufactured a 
plausible summer-job story and 


stuck with it. This was hard to do, but 
it was a wise safety precaution— 
small towns have a way of making 
your business their business. 

On June 22nd we arrived in 
Kahului, Maui, after five hours of leg- 
numbing flight, via the cheap seats in 
tourist class, out of Los Angeles. The 
boarding hassles and our back pains 
were soon forgotten when we saw 
those tall palm trees swaying in the 
breeze. Our first job was to locate 
Ricardo, a grower we'd done 
business with for the past two 
winters. We needed his help and 
support until the Datsun truck we'd 
put ona freighter in LA arrived. We 
each had two heavy backpacks and 
assorted carry-on luggage to deal 
with, so hitchhiking was out of the 
question. Jack left to place a phone 


call and returned with a grin. We just 
had time for a tropical cocktail 

before Ricardo ¢ e to take us to the 
jungle. In forty-five minutes a hot rod 
orange Blazer pulled up and one of 
Maui’s most successful growers 
stepped out to help us load our gear 
On the way out of the airport 

Ricardo pulled out a brace of resin 
laden joints as big as your thumb—a 
bona fide 1980s Hawaiian welcoming 
party! 

‘TWo hours later, after many 
serpentine miles driven above the 
pounding north shore cliffs, Ricardo 
pulled over and told us to pitch 
camp. Through the powerful Maui 
Wowie stone, Jack, Tom, and I finally 
realized that two of our backpacks 
were missing—bounced free of the 
Blazer's rear window while driving 
the treacherous Hana Highway. After 


a few minutes of Shock and a quick 
inventory, we all agreed that we had 
enough personal gear to carry on 
with the mission. Fortunately, our 
available cash had been keptin 
wallets as a precaution in the event 
the airlines did to our luggage what 
the Hana Highway had just 
accomplished 


Ricardo was impressed by our 


resolve and acceptance. “The islands 
have tested your mettle and 
intentions right away” he said 
you can get on with growing the 
world’s best pot’ 

Whether his metaphysical musings 
were correct or not, we were still 
ready and willing. Bone-tired 
third of our gear, but 
ready and willing. 

For a percentage of profits 
Ricardo agreed to help us get a start 


Now 
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This largely consisted of 
transportation privileges until our 
vehicle arrived, but his knowledge of 
where to shop, where to find a bank 
or post office, and the idiosyncracies 
of getting along in the jungle, were 
immensely helpful. Without his 
dependable wheels we would have 
been restricted to hazardous 
backyard growing until the Datsun 
arrived, With hindsight we decided 
that buying a vehicle from the 
friendly Maui Used Car Dealership 
would have been the best option. 


WEEK ONE 
The first day after our arrival we 
spent ten hours shopping for 
fertilizers, picks, shovels, potting soil 
and all the details needed for our 
new growing sites. It came as a 


surprise to me that the quality of the 
pot coming from the Hawaiian 
Islands was due as much to the man 
induced nutrients of the growing 
holes as to any natural conditions 
Ricardo gave us good counsel on 
what we did and did not need, saving 
us ext nd dollars. And 
saving dollars was soon the name of 
the game, because the prices in the 
monopoly-geared economy that is 
Maui's version of free enterprise 
stripped us of our cash reserves, not 

5 days as we intended, but in four 
days, much to our disbelief and 
shock 

For the next few days we hit the 
jungle that flanks the north side of 
Haleakala Volcano. We were looking 
for non-obvious acce 
once off the road we cruised the 
heavy vegetation and steep-sided 
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gullies looking for suitable sun and 
soil for the heavy-limbed hemp we 
planned to pamper all summer long 

The first week we also got several 
hundreds started in plastic baggies in 
the thick underbrush near our camp. 
We vowed this would be a temporary 
setur 
the side of the voleano near our 

‘owing patches. 

While the seeds germinated (both 
indica and sativa, culled from 
sources back home and on the 
island) we grunted 60 pound loads 
into our chosen growing locations 
There we dug three-foot holes and, in 
some cases, 3’ x 15! trenches, all two 
feet deep. We cleared the growing 
beds of rocks, then added mulch 
from the area with a dose of lime and 
bone meal, mixed liberally with steer 
manure, potting soil or whatever 


id soon moved our nursery to 


seemed appropriate. Ricardo told us 
that the bark from the eucalyptus 
trees was a natural insecticide and 
herbicide, and sure enough where we 
foolishly used it as mulch, only dwarf 
plants and hermaphrodites survived 

This phase of preparing the 
growing holes was hot, backbreaking 
labor, It began in the dark of pre 
sunrise with our troop stumbling 
over vines and exposed roots fighting 
through strands of staghorn fern that 
fought back every step. Once at the 
growing site, we bent to serious 
chain gang pick-and-shovel work to 
clear away the thick grasses and 
ferns where we desired to dig our 
growing holes. Sometimes we didn't 
come off the mountain until after 
dark. Again, we counted on Ricardo 
to meet us at a prearranged time and 
place. He always did. 
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WEEK THREE 

At this stage we had done all the 
preparatory work and could ease 
back, waiting for a batch of strong 
seedlings to demand their own 
growing space. Trips to laundromats 
and grow stores were mixed in with 
afternoon sojourns to the area’s best 
beaches, led by Ricardo and the 
muscular Blazer. We now had time to 
give some attention to the various 
ailments that had cropped up in our 
group from trying to make a life in 
the jungle. To varying degrees we all 
were severely bug bit, scratched and 
infected by staghorn fern, blistered 
on hands and feet, and nursed 
various barked shins and banged up 
ankles. Paradise sometimes has 
sharp teeth. 


WEEKS FOUR AND FIVE 

By now our truck had arrived and 
we were establishing a routine. In the 
evening before dark we made our 
lunches and readied our gear: 
fertilizer, shovels, bug netting, 
whatever. Before dawn we woke up 
to a battery-powered clock radio and 
greeted each other with shouts of 
“Doobie Time!” We sucked down a 
fat one while on the road to the drop 
off point and entered the jungle via 
one of the historic Eastern Maui 
irrigation roads that were still kept 
up. This made some of the walking 
easy, but risky should we be spotted. 
We always varied our route up to the 
growing sites, being careful not to 
beat the jungle into a brown and 
rotting path that would lead pakalolo 
robbers straight to our growing 
patches. Where possible we followed 
wild pig trails, at least on the lower 
slopes. During this time we planted 
our strongest seedlings in groups of 
three and those that weren't ready 
we kept covered with bug netting to 
keep the insects and rats away. 


WEEKS SIX-EIGHT 

Our plants were well established 
by now, only requiring a sex check 
every other day, to make sure we 
hadn’t missed a male that was slow 
to declare. This free time was good 
news to us; chores always needed to 
be done, either truck repair, grocery 
shopping, laundry or something 
equally mundane. Hardly the stuff of 
a tropical island wet dream. But 
things were getting better every day 
as we became accepted by the local 
growers and we learned where the 
wild mango, avocado, and bananas 
could be found. We also learned 
helpful hints like putting all food 


safely away at night to protect it from 
rats, and never, ever crawling into 
your tent without a thorough look for 
the poisonous centipedes that shared 
our jungle camp. These last two 
items and the lack of hot water and 
other facilities had us planning 
apartment accommodations as soon 
as finances would allow. 

Our acceptance by the local 
growers was absolutely crucial to the 
further success of our adventure. 
Early contact between us was cool at 
best, things having a natural 
tendency to get kind of frosty when a 
$40,000 crop is at stake. Over time 
this got better and we began 
marketing some of their products to 
our friends back home, bringing us 
funds for gas and other necessities. 
We also began to trade our labor in 
construction projects for cheap 
shake that we could later send home 
through the mail. At first we were 
surprised that good-quality buds 
were $200 an ounce on the island, 
just like they were back at the OK 
Corral in Montana. But this was 
easily explained, since the local 
demand for the buds was very high, 
and postage to ship the product to 
the mainland was only a few dollars. 

Now the jungle trips were easier, 
too. The best routes were known 
intimately by all of us and we were 
used to the unique style of climbing 
and crawling required in heavy 
vegetation. Loads were lighter, giving 
us more energy and mobility on the 
trail, and with over half-a-dozen 
different growing sites spread over 
100 square miles of volcano 
mountainside, this made a big 
difference. Those patches that were 
the highest on the slopes of 
Haleakala were our favorites, though 
the hardest to reach, taking over an 
hour one way. These high-altitude 
growing plots not only offered 
greater security but gave us 
invigorating views of the blue Pacific 
and the gossamer rain squalls a few 
miles out. And worth even more fun 
tickets was the fact that nearby a. 
fresh water stream came bouncing 
down the mountain in deep stair- 
stepping pools. Most afternoons 
found us cavorting in the cool, clear 
moki ponds, like members of Walt 
Disney's Swiss Family Robinson. 


WEEKS NINE-TWELVE 
Now we could see why they called 
it the summer giant season. Most of 
our plants were over six feet tall and 
destined to reach twelve if given free 
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reign. Ricardo and his friends 
actually preferred the winter season 
when the plants weren't so hard to 
hide or handle. Though hating to 
eliminate any of our sinsemilla’s 
luxuriant growth, we were forced to 
trim our plants vigorously. Eventually 
we used clothesline rope to tie most 
of them down, in an effort to lower 
their profiles. Talk of Operation 
Green Harvest was now on the lips of 
all our acquaintances, from Hana to 
Lahina. Grower paranoia, always at a 
fairly high and even violent level, 
now made us doubly nervous and we 
tried hard not to inadvertently 
stumble into someone else’s growing 
patch. 

Our mail-order business to the 
friends back home had given our 
cash flow a couple of quantum jumps 
and now we rented a house up- 
country, in Makawao. Four hundred 
dollars a month didn’t get us much, 
but at least we had a place for hot 
showers and a room to set up the 
drying racks that would be needed in 
another month. The added cash also 
Jet us enjoy more sight-seeing around 
the island and we got lucky; one 
night we cruised to the summit of 
Haleakala with a head full of wild 
psychedelic mushrooms on the night 
of a full lunar eclipse. Though 
freezing in the thin air we were 
stunned by our good fortune. 


HARVEST TIME 
Hauling heavy bags of eight-inch 
buds down the mountain in the dark 
was just as hard as the earlier trips 
hauling up the fertilizer and 
seedlings. But I must admit we were 
running on a great adrenaline buzz. 
From 50 holes we got about 75 
plants. Most yielded over an ounce of 
dried bud, though some indica ladies 
presented us with more than a 
pound. All of this was mailed back to 
the Home on The Range where $200 
an ounce retail prices prevailed. The 
shake was valuable to us too and 
contributed 40% of our gross return. 
‘Two of the three of us continued 
on for a couple more growing 
seasons. Eventually we all ended up 
back home. College courses and 
small business enterprises keep us 
busy now. Reagan's drug police and 
the transient nature of guerilla 
growers have stopped the arrival of 
the sweet-scented packages from 
Maui. But nothing stops the 
memories of those big-budded 
beauties reaching with sweet 
promise toward the tropical sun. @ 
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It was a dark and stormy night. The 
HIGH TIMES psychedelic school bus 
was slowly, but not so surely, 
crawling up and down the hills of 
Ohio towards Ann Arbor, Michigan, 
for the annual Hash Bash. Suddenly, 
everything turned dreamy. I felt 
warm inside, despite the sub-zero 
temperatures. The fog and snow gave 
the world outside the bus a warm 
glow... 

I figured it out. The eighteen of us, 
the entire HIGH TIMES crew, had 
died in a tragic psychedelic bus 
accident and crossed over into the 
Twilight Zone. The snow all around us 
was really a cloud, and the bus was 
floating high in the sky, drifting 
towards our final destination. Rod 
Serling did the voiceover: Eighteen 
assorted hippies, potheads and 
weirdos came together in a 1958 
school bus, painted psychedelic by 
New York’s finest graffiti artists and 
followed by DEA agents. But while 
the bus drove on for endless hours in 
the freezing cold and snow to a pot 
legalization rally, the crew partied 
together, became friends and got lost 
in a time warp. We were headed for a 
land where the ’60s have never gone 
away, where pot has been made legal, 
and where everyone lives in peace and 
happiness. Next stop up ahead. 

‘Then I woke up. 

Reality hit me on the head like 
two-ton bale of dried hemp. This was 
not the beginning, but the end of the 
episode. There would be no Hash 
Bash for the HIGH TIMES crew--not 
this year. Even if the blizzard didn’t 
stop us from reaching Ann Arbor in 
time, the Hash Bash would be snowed 
out. Besides, we'd been driving almost 
24 hours straight. David the Driver 
couldn’t push himself any further. He 
was too tired to drive. In fact, he could 
barely talk! The bus was leaking oil 
like crazy, about to break down any 
minute, if David didn’t collapse first. 
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No one else could drive the bus 
through the hazardous road 
conditions. Even if we kept driving for 
another whole day, we probably 
wouldn't make it to the diag at the 
University of Michigan for the Hash 
Bash. 

We pulled into a truck stop near 
Kent State University. Steve Hager, 
HIGH TIMES Editor-in-chief and the 
architect of our psychedelic bus trip to 
Ann Arbor, decided that we'd better 
stop at a motel until the snow ended. 
Suddenly, it looked as if all our plans 
for the first big pot. protest of the year 
had gone, ubh, "up in smoke.” People 
started grumbling. 

"Screw the Hash Bash, man, it’s 
over. It’s snowed out. I’m gettin’ the 
hell out of here and taking the first 
bus home.” 

“Me, too. I got better things to do 
than freeze my ass off at some stupid 
pot rally!” 

‘The whole psychedelic bus trip 
flashed before my eyes. I remembered 
how it all started, a year ago. We were 
all riding back to New York in the 
rental van. Steve was flying high over 
the incredible turnout at the 1988 
Hash Bash, and blurted, “Next year, 
we're coming back in a psychedelic 
school bus! 

We all looked at him as if he were 
nuts. And every time he brought up 
the psychedelic school bus trip (which 
was every other day!) at the HIGH 
TIMES office, we'd all laugh and joke 
about Steve's madcap scheme. Then 
we'd whisper to each other, "I ain't 
goin’ on no damn psychedelic bus!" 
But sure enough, by the time March 
had swung around, Steve had talked 
the powers that be into letting us put 
together a psychedelic school bus for 
the Ann Arbor Hash Bash. 

Not that it was easy. Steve spent 
weeks looking for the right bus. Dana 
Beal, long-time leader of the 
marijuana movement in New York, 


turned us on to a bus he described as 
“perfect.” However, when it arrived in 
New York, three days late, it looked 
like the sorriest old wreck any of us 
had ever laid eyes on. It needed a 
good psychedelic paint job, all right--it 
was so rusted out there were holes in 
the floor! And David the Driver, who 
nursed it and cajoled it into wheezing 
its way to the Big Apple, could only 
start the bus by hot-wiring it! 

‘On Monday, March 27th, Dave 
drove the rotted-out wreck downtown 
to Wetlands, the new "New Age” 
nightclub (See June 1989 issue of 
HIGH TIMES). They let us paint it in 
front of their place the next night, and 
even promised to throw a party for us! 
The bus painting went great! It took 
only nine hours of taping windows, 
scraping rust, and spray-painting the 
body, to make the former rustbucket 
look like a beautiful work of 
neo-psychedelic art! The following 
night, Dana Beal gave a rousing 
speech in the club, and then 
christened the bus with a bottle of 
champagne, naming it "The Spirit of 
Tom Forcade." 

On Thursday night, we all 
gathered together at the HIGH 
TIMES office, getting all the last 
minute details down before leaving. 
Of course, for the HIGH TIMES crew, 
this meant four hours of frantic, 
hectic yelling, screaming, and 
panicking! Somehow, we got 
everybody in the bus, and on the road, 
by nine o’clock. We even had a second 
van, the "band van" with the Soul 
Assassins in it, driving behind us, in 
case of emergency. 

It was beautiful. First, before we 
boarded, some mind-melting LSD was 
passed around to everyone but the 
driver. See, there was a very strict, 
rule--"No Drugs and No Booze On The 
Bus.” We figured acid was the only 
way to survive the projected 14-hour 
voyage. 


As we pulled out of Manhattan and 
drove through New Jersey, everyone 
sang songs and played guitars and 
drums. Then, the first disaster 
struck--the "band van" broke down in 
New Jersey, so all the Soul Assassins 
equipment, and all the band 
members, had to come on board the 
psychedelic bus! Was it ever crowded! 

‘The band was playing the Who's 
“Magic Bus" as we slowly made our 
way through New Jersey. Dale 
Ashmun, a HIGH TIMES contributing 
writer who came along for the ride 
last year as well, was voted "class 
clown" by the psychedelic bus crew 
when Alice, the bus’ resident 
Deadhead, painted a pig nose on him 
for making sexist jokes. Next, David 
the Driver got real mad at Dale, 
"cause Dale had to pee--real bad! 
David the Driver refused to pull over 
to let him take a pee. David told him 
to do it in the garbage can! And Dale 
unzipped his fly, and was going to do 
it right in front of everybody! But 
everyone, especially Dale, was 
laughing so hard that he couldn't do 
it. David finally gave in and stopped 
on the side of the road. 

It didn’t matter much, because a 
few miles later, we had to make a 
service stop. In fact, we ended up 
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making about 20 stops because the 
bus was leaking so much oil and 
needed so much gas. Luckily, there 
seemed to be an endless supply of pot 
dealers at every truck stop, judging 
from the clouds of smoke that 
appeared in the woods nearby. 

We had to be careful. Several 
times, we noticed mysterious vans 
were following our every move. If I 
wasn't firmly convinced that I live in 
the United States of America, Land of 
the Free and Home of the Brave, 
where Freedom is our most cherished 
possession, I'd have sworn 
there were government agents 
following our psychedelic bus! We 
were so paranoid that the only 
smoking anyone did inside the bus 


was tobacco. 

By six in the morning, people were 
crashing. I don’t know how anybody 
could sleep on the bus, because you 
could feel every single bump on the 
road. At seven in the morning, we 
stopped off somewhere in 
Pennsylvania, and found out we were 
only one-third of the way to Ann. 
Arbor! 

‘The projected 14-hour trip 
suddenly turned into a full two-day 
drive. We were stopping every hour, 
and every time we stopped, it took us 
a long time to get moving again. We 
tried head counts, but once people fell 
asleep, you couldn't tell if they were 
on the bus or off the bus. All you saw 
was a lump in a sleeping bag. In fact, 
at one truck stop, we almost left Dale 
behind! The bus pulled out, and 
suddenly you heard his voice 
screaming bloody murder! Dale said it 
was the best adrenaline rush he'd 
ever had. 

‘A few hours later Dave announced 
that the bus needed a new engine 
"We'll never make it to Michigan 
unless we get a complete overhaul,” 
said Dave. "We can call Ann Arbor. 
Ben Masel can get a new engine and 
we can install it in about ten hours.” 

Steve refused to consider this 
option, and told Dave to keep driving. 
However, Dave had only gotten a few 
hours of sleep in the last four days. 
He was exhausted. Then it started to 
snow. Bummer. Then it got freezing 
cold on the bus. Bigger bummer. Then 
it started to snow more--BLIZZARD. 
SUPER BUMMER! Then I started 
dreaming that we'd died, and gone to 
the Twilight Zone. And people started 
talking about bailing out. 

It looked like the whole trip was 
about to come to a bitter end. People 
were grumbling and talking about 
bailing out. Then it hit me. “Let’s 
party!" I said. "There’s 18 of us here! 
We're the biggest floating party in the 
country!’ 

The General, HIGH TIMES 
resident party guy, agreed. “Yeah! 
Let’s buy a whole bunch of beer, get 
drunk, and spill beer on each other! 
Who cares about the pot rally 
anyhow." 

From that point on, the worst was 
over for the psychedelic bus trip. We 
realized that nothing could stop the 
psychedelic bus! 

We parked at the wonderful Palms 
‘Motel at the next exit, and rented a 
few rooms. While Dave the Driver 
went to sleep, the rest of us got ready 
to party. Not that everything went 
smoothly. First, the police cruised by 
to say, "Hi!" Then, the General made 
a beer run. Everybody was so thirsty, 
because no one was allowed to drink 
alcohol on the bus, that the General 
raised $120 when he passed the 
hat--and that was from only fifteen 
people! And he was so “thirsty” that 
when he went out to buy the booze, he 
spent every cent on alcohol, and forgot 
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to save any money for a car ride back, 
and had to "borrow" a shopping cart to 
bring it back. When the police cruised 
by again, they tried to arrest him for 
stealing the shopping cart! Luckily, 
the General managed to talk his way 
out of jail 

Once the booze arrived, everybody 
felt a whole lot better. The party 
lasted from 3 PM to 12 AM. Kimona 
117, leader of the Assassinettes, 
mesmerized everyone with a killer 
version of "Whole Lotta Love.” (It 
made Robert Plant’s Led Zep version 
sound impotent!) 

The party got pretty wild. I guess 
there was a pot dealer at the motel, 
too, ’cause the rooms were filled with 
smoke. They filled up faster when The 
General told us what the police had 
told him! He said the local police 
knew all about the bus--that they'd 
been warned about it, and had 
already checked it out. Now, we knew 
we weren't being paranoid! 

Once we were ready to go, I told 
the manager of the motel, "Uh, I think 
we made a mess. | left some money on 
the table to pay for the cleanup!” They 
were real nice about the whole 
thing--I recommend the Palms Motel 
for your next Ohio vacation! 

After the party, the bus had more 
problems than ever. It was leaking 
even more oil than before, and the 
starter had busted off, which meant 
we had to push-start it. (Ever try to 
push a psychedelic bus with fifteen 
passed-out partiers in it? I didn’t 
think so. Lemme tell ya--it was no 
pienic!) 

After the last truck stop before 
Ann Arbor, we had our final 
heart-stopping near-tragedy. As we 
pulled out, the bus made a strange 
grinding noise. Dave didn’t know 
what to make of it! He’d never heard 
the bus make a noise like this before! 
We were still thirty miles away from 
Ann Arbor, and now it looked like the 
bus would break down right before we 
could make it in. Suddenly, Dave 
noticed something! Wait a minute! It 
was the emergency brake! 

I don’t know how we did it, but we 
reached Ann Arbor at 5:30 in the 
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morning. Then we passed out in our 
motel rooms and tried to wake up in 
time for the Hash Bash at noon, 
which gave us about four hours of 
sleep for two days. 

The Hash Bash itself was the 
biggest blast since the Madison 
Harvest Festival--we figured it was 
about 5,000 people. The diag was 
crammed with people who had heard 
about last year’s Bash. In 1988, we 
guessed there were 2,500 people, and 
this year it looked like twice as many, 
even though the local newspapers 
said it was only 1,000 people. But 
that’s the way it is nowadays--the 
media is out to destroy the movement. 

At noon, the festivities started. For 
the second year in a row, the HIGH 
TIMES marching band made its 
appearance, made up of assorted 
Freedom Fighters and psychedelic bus 
crew members, and even a couple of 
ROTC guys (it turns out that they 
were charter members of Ed Hassle’s 
Freedom Fighters, but I heard they 
got busted for wearing their military 
uniforms at a pot rally!). 

‘One guy came dressed as a giant 
bong, complete with smoke. After a 
few false starts (that involved setting 
up the PA equipment), Flick Ford, 
backed by the Soul Assassins, went 
into the "Chef Ra” theme song, 
followed by a killer version of "Don’t 
‘Tread On Me," the pot protest song. 
‘Then the speakers rallied the crowd 
with the most stirring speeches I've 
ever heard. 

First up was Chef Ra. “All the 
people are here on a sunny day! We 
made the snow go away! And you 
know why? Because we've got a 
positive vibration goin’ down. We got 
love in the air! 

“We're here to start off the "Herb 
Tour’ of 89! Ann Arbor Michigan 
starts it off. We're goin’ across the 
heartland and we’re gonna reach out 
to people all over this country and 
say, ’Herb is for healing! Herb is for 
peace!” (Wild cheers.) 

The next speaker was Dana Beal, 
the Safe Drugs activist who organized 
his first pot rally during the Summer 
of Love in 1967. "I don’t know how 
many of you can see me here,” yelled 
Dana. "kind of wish these four guys 
would sit down because it's ruining 
the effect." 

‘As Dana spoke, a few people near 
the front of the improvised stage sat 
down. "If you get down some other 
people can see. Can you see a little 
better?” As Dana spoke, more and 
more people began to sit down. 

"If the people who are in front here 
on the steps can just sit down, 
remember--this is supposed to be a 
civil disobedience action--we can sit-in 
while we smoke our marijuana.” 

A human wave rolled over the huge 
crowd as hundreds of people sat down 
so the people behind them could see. 
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THE DESTRUCTION OF ANN ARBOR

When HIGH TIMES approached me about 
traveling to Ann Arbor, Michigan, on board 
‘a psychedelic bus, it sounded like a great 
idea. The bus looked like it was straight out 
of a Partridge Family episode and we were 
‘supposed to get smashed out of our minds. 
Who could turn a trip like that down? 

Little did | realize that before it was over we 
would break every barrier of responsible 
behavior, crossing over into total 
drunkenness, lewdness, and destruction. 
There were lots of surprises on this trip. The 
first one occurred as | walked into the HIGH 
TIMES office at 6 o'clock in the evening, 
meager possessions in hand, ready for my 
first magical mystery trip. 

“You want me to WHAT!??" 

Apparently the brass upstairs had 
decided to turn the party into some kind of 
promotional scheme. They asked us to help 
glue ten thousand packs of free rolling 
papers onto ten thousand subscription 
cards. Soon we were relentlessly laboring 
away. An hour later, we had nine thousand 
to go. 

At8 o'clock, Ed Hassle arrived. He told 
everyone there was no way of getting back 
from Ann Arbor and everyone had to walk 
home. Maybe, just maybe, this was another 
of Ed's elaborate April Fool's jokes. 
Anyway, he told us if we wanted out, now 
was the time to split. But how could | leave? 
Ed had previously assured me that Ann 
Arbor was filled with hot, topless, 
flesh-eating college chicks. And he'd 
promised all the free hooch | could guzzle! 

‘An hour later, we packed the 
subscription cards into a box and arrived 
downstairs, just in time to get drenched in a 
torrential downpour. As we piled into the 
school bus, | noticed several gaping, rusty 
holes in the floor of the bus. These were 
soon forgotten, however, as the bus 
immediately became a wild party! We 
guzzled beer and had a reckless burping 
contest. (I won.) Lots of people were 
tripping. It took them about 20 minutes to 
figure out that the bus hadn't actually 
moved. They thought we were halfway to 
Ann Arbor. Meanwhile, the party was 
heating up. One person was humping a tire. 
Another was eating the upholstery. Yet 
another was going to the bathroom in the 
beer cooler. We sang songs together. We 
watched Kimona 117. It was a giant love-in. 
Then Ed Hassle ruined everything. He went 
around, collected all the booze, and threw it 
off the bus as we pulled away from the 
curb. An endless eternity passed before | 
could taste alcohol again. In case the 


police were to pull us over, Ed had a plan. 
We were supposed to offer them a flower of 
peace, and then run them over, flattening 
the squad car to a pancake. 

‘Once on the highway there was no 
stopping us. We were speeding like 
maniacs at ten miles per hour because the 
bus couldn't go any faster. There were a lot 
of questions going on in my mind. Things 
like, does Dave, our crazed bus driver, even 
know where he’s going? 

After 20 hours on the bus everyone 
began to smell real bad and it became 
difficult to breathe. Dave actually passed 
‘out behind the wheel. Nobody noticed, 
however, since his driving wasn’t affected. 

Then the blizzard hit and we were 
stranded in Streetsboro, Ohio, for six hours. 
This was a lucky event since Dave was 
close to a total nervous breakdown. He was 
twitching, barking like a dog, and foaming at 
the mouth. 

Finally, we arrived in Ann Arbor just 
as the Hash Bash was starting. We paraded 
up to the diag, marched around, and then 
quickly split for the nearest bar to see if 
we'd made the local news. Being on tv is 
important since it gets you over with the 
local girls. 

People came from all over the country to 
hang out with us in our great hotel room. Ed 
Hassle even got into the act by putting 
shaving cream on all the lampshades. Girls 
walked around naked. Televisions went out 
the window. Beds were set on fire. Guests 
were killed. The hotel manager committed 
suicide. Then we loaded up the bus with 
dynamite, headed for the center of campus, 
and blew it up. 

That'll teach you for beating Illinois,” 
screamed Chef Ra, as we walked slowly 
back to New York. @

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“Okay, can you see better now? Right 
on! Simple thing to stage you, you 
know? All right! We're here today 
because of legal marijuana. But more 
than that, because George Bush and 
William Bennett and Congressman 
Rangel are trying to pull the long 
night of fascism down over the 
American people. 

"Now, it’s very strange and very 
spicious that crack cocaine, which 
as to imported thousands of miles to 
get to our borders, is cheaper than 
marijuana that we can grow right 
here in our closets. So my plea today 
is not just for legal marijuana or 
decriminalized marijuana—we want 
marijuana to come down to TEN 
DOLLARS AN OUNCE!" (Cheers and 
applause.) 

“Ask Ed” Rosenthal, the guru of 
ganja, got the biggest applause of the 
day, and spoke in a very emotional 
tone: "Where I live, in Oakland, 
California, two years ago marijuana 
cost two hundred fifty dollars an 
ounce. For the top quality. Now it 
costs three hundred. At the very same 
time, the price of a gram of cocaine 
has gone down from one hundred to 
fifty dollars. (Scattered boos.) What 
that means is it’s cheaper for a ghetto 
kid to buy a vial of crack than it is to 
buy a joint. This is what Reagan and 
Bush’s war on drugs has done. 
They've taken away the soft drugs so 
people can get addicted to violent, 


terrible drugs like cocaine and heroin. 
And it’s worked--not for us, but for 
very many groups of people. 

"It’s as simple as this. Marijuana 
has to be legal. There are no ifs, there 
are no compromises, there are no 
buts. There are now at least fifteen 
thousand people in jail for marijuana, 
Each year, 400,000 people get 
arrested for pot. Over the last twenty 
years, there have been close to seven 
hundred thousand people busted for 
marijuana because they wanna take a 
hit and they wanna get high. Because 
they want to relieve themselves of the 
pains and the burdens that this 
fascist government has placed on 
them. (Applause.) 

“It's great for us to be here, to rally 
and show the world that there are 
people who want to change the 
situation. But we have to go further. 
We have to go to the state legislature. 
We have to take a different 
stand--that these people are ignorant, 
That the state legislators don't 
understand what they're doing, That 
the federal legislators don’t really 
understand what they're doing, I 
think that a lot of them are truly 
sincere people--but they're ignorant. 
And we're going to change it." 

Next up was Jon Gettman, 
National Director of NORML: "It’s 
wonderful to see all of you back here 
again. Now, there’s a magic word,

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‘An indoor greenhouse garden is an artificial 
habitat. For this reason, your plants may 
never experience the insect infestations that 
‘outdoor plants naturally undergo. For this 
same reason, once contaminated, indoor 
plants are particularly susceptible to the 
ravages of almost any infestation since they 
do nat have wind, rain, cold, and natural 
predators to help them withstand the 
onsiaught 

The insects that infect marijuana indoors 
do best in a warm, stagnant atmosphere. A 
constant stream of moving air that draws 
fresh air from inside and vents air to the 
outside helps immeasurably in preventing 
initial infestations, Adequate and continuous 
‘ventilation also helps prevent the 
establishment of fungus and rot diseases. 

Never cultivate houseplants in your 
‘marijuana garden, and never go from caring 
for houseplants or garden vegetables to your 
marijuana garden, because you or your pet 
may transport the problem insect or disease. 
Whiteflies and spider mites--the two most 
devastating insects--are extremely 
contagious. Mites may gain entry to the 
garden on your hands or clothing, or on your 
pet's fur. Pests may float through open 
windows, or they may crawl through cracks in 
walls or floors. 

‘Young marijuana plants are most 
vulnerable to pest attacks before the plant 
has begun strong production of the 
cannabinoids, which are natural deterrents to 
disease and insects. The younger the plants, 
the more devastating an infestation might be, 
not only because the plants are small, but 
also because an infestation may stay with the 
plants for the rest of their lives. Even though 
mites and whiteflies won't kill the plants. 
outright, they do weaken them, and the 
plants become more susceptible to fungus 
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and rot diseases. If you discover mites or 
whitetlies, you may choose to induce 
flowering immediately so that the plants ripen 
betore the infestation does serious damage. 

‘Once a grow room has had pests, before 
starting any new crop, employ foggers or bug 
bombs intended for fleas and roaches 
(available from any supermarket or 
veterinarian). Foggers kill ust about 
everything that crawis, and ince no plants 
are yet in the room, they're safe to use 
according to package directions. Siphotrol, 
from a veterinarian, works very well and has 
residual killing power that lasts for up to 17 
weeks. 

Prevention is the best policy, since after 
infestation you might only contain the attack 
rather than completely eradicate the pests. 
Most insecticides that promise to rid your 
garden of pests rarely destroy all of the pests 
and eggs. You'll probably notice that after a 
few weeks pests are still present. Special 
problems occur near major farm areas. After 
years of ever-increasing applications of 
pesticides, insects develop resistance to 
sprays that would be effective in other 
locales. For example, whiteflies and mites 
are very difficult to treat effectively in 
cotton-growing areas, such as California's 
Imperial Valley and in Louisiana, because 
years of constant spraying have lett only the 
resistant strains, Prevention or containment 
measures will prove more effective than 
insecticidal sprays. 

There are several insecticides 
recomimended to control the pests described 
here. All of them require that you spray 
regularly and repeatedly to have any 
chance of actually ridding your garden of the 
targeted pest. Repeat the sprayings at the 
recommended intervals several times, even if 
you don't see any more pests, because egg 


and certain pupae stages are resistant to any 
insecticide: otherwise the pests soon 
reappear in abundance, 

It's also a good idea to add a drop or two. 
of liquid dishwashing DETERGENT to each 
quart of insecticide spray. Detergent is a 
wetting agent which helps the insecticide 
penetrate marijuana’s "hairy" leaves, and the 
insecticide better contacts the underlying leat 
surfaces and the pests. There are other 
sprays not listed here that might be effective 
against a particular pest. When you are 
searching for an appropriate spray, notice 
that the insecticide package lists the pests 
controlled. Make sure that the spray is 
intended for vegetables (human 
consumption), and note the number of days 
after spraying to wait before you can safely 
use your product. Don't use a spray that is 
intended solely for ornamentals since the 
ingredients may never break down into 
harmless substances. Whenever you spray, 
plan a major attack. Wear old clothes, 
goggles, a painter's mask, hat and gloves. 
Tum off the lights and fans and give your self 
room to move. Raise the light system as high 
as possible aut of the way of the spray. 
Allow time for the bulbs to cool before 
spraying and make sure the bulbs are dry 
before turning them back on. 

First, discard heavily infested leaves and 
remove them from the garden. Close all 
doors and windows and start at the back of 
the garden so you work your way out to the 
exit. Spray thoroughly, and spray enough to 
Grench all parts of the plants. Pay special 
attention to the undersides of leaves, where 
insects and larvae usually congregate. 
Remove clothing for washing, and shower. 
Repeat the spraying at least two more times 
at the intervals recommended on the 
pesticide’s directions. Thoroughly spraying 
at the recommended intervals is the only 
chance of eliminating pests or at least 
curtailing a major infestation. Any pests that 
survive may reproduce a new population 
that's worse than the first. A haphazard 
spraying leads only to frustration and claims 
that the spray doesn’t work. Follow the 
manufacturer's directions. 

‘Aphids, mites, and whiteflies are the most 
‘common and potentially devastating of pests 
indoors. You should be able to eradicate or 
at least reduce the population of these 
insects to the point that they no longer pose a 
serious threat. 

Aphids are the most common, especially 
‘outdoors or in greenhouses. Fortunately, 
they're also easy to kill and eliminate. Aphids 
are sott-bodied, ovoid insects with antennae, 
and they may be from pinhead to match head 
in size. They may or may not have wings. 
Aphids may be pink to black, but on 
marijuana aphids are usually green or black. 
Infested leaves or shoots might be distorted. 
curled, or crinkled. Aphids are parthenogenic 
(they can produce offspring without 
fertilization from a male), and proliferate in 
enormous numbers if left unchecked. 

Aphids initially congregate on growing 
shoots and on undersides of younger leaves 
where they're easily visible and accessible. 
Start your eradication program by simply 
running your fingers over the shoots to crush 
the aphids. Or, take each plant outside or to 


a bathtub, and wash the aphids away with a 
forceful stream of water before spraying with 
an insecticide, 

ff column of ants is running up the stam, 
then the aphid population is well-established 
and is being managed by an ant colony. You 
must rid the grow room of both the aphids 
and the ants, because ants use aphids like 
we use milking cows. Ants carry aphids to 
other plants and harvest their honeydew 
excretions. Set out standard ant traps or 
‘other ant-control concoctions from any 
supermarket. These contain a poison sugar 
solution that the ants transport back to their 
nest. It will take a few days to a week, but 
soon they'll disappear since the whole colony 
dies from eating the poison (commercial ant 
poisons are usually arsenic or very 
slow-degrading organic toxins). Don't put ant 
traps in your pots. Don't ever let the poison 
wash into your soil. Place the traps near 
the ants’ entrance to the room, or as far from 
your garden as practical. Eliminating the ants 
‘stops them from further spreading the aphids, 
‘and from bringing new aphids into the garden 
and reinfecting the plants. Follow the column 
of ants, and seal their entry into the room. Or 
place cardboard collars around the stem of 
each plant and spread Tanglefoot (a sticky 
substance sold in garden shops) on the 
collars to stop the ants from spreading the 
aphids. You might also circle each pot with 
masking tape and cover the tape with 
Tanglefoot. This prevents almost any crawler 
from reaching other plants. 

Aphids are one of the few insect problems 
that soapy water treatments reasonably 
control. A thorough washing with a soapy 
solution of Ivory soap reduces the population 
to acceptable proportions on seedlings. A 
batter, non-chemical control is a spray made 
from three hot peppers (or cayenne pepper), 
an onion or two, and a couple cloves of 
garlic. Grind, pulverize, or mash the 
ingredients. Let them sit in two quarts of 
water for a few days and occasionally shake 
the mixture. Filter the solution through a very 
fine mesh screen, or several layers of 
cheesecloth. Use a coffee filter if the solution 
clogs in your sprayer. Add a few drops of 
detergent and spray as you would an 
insecticide. This spray works very well 
‘outdoors, and the aphids seem to gladly seek 
greener, or perhaps cooler, pastures. This 
spray also helps with almost any other pest. 
Try itif you want to avoid using chemical 
pesticides, but don't use it close to harvest. 

Supermarkets, nurseries, and plant shops 
carry a number of sprays that eliminate 
aphids. Pyrethrum is a natural insecticide 
produced by plants in the Chrysanthemum 
family. I's not toxic to mammals (you), and it 
quickly denegrades to harmless natural 
‘compounds, Pyrethrum compounds are the 
insecticides of choice for many growers 
because of their safety, natural origin, and 
effectiveness. Ortho, Chacon, Attack, and 
many other brands of pyrethrum sprays or 
general insecticides for vegetable gardens 
should be very effective for a wide range of 
problem insects. 

Malathion, orthene, diazinon, 
nicotine-sulphates, and other safe-to-use 
insecticides are also effective against aphids. 
Safer Insecticidal Soap, sprayed every ten 


days, controls aphids well. Make sure you 
repeat the sprayings and thoroughly saturate 
all of the plant at the recommended intervals. 

Mites and whiteflies proliferate quickly, 
and both have a lifecycle that makes 
complete eradication difficult. If you keep 
their populations under control, you have 
succeeded in your main objective. 

Mites are tiny (about 1/100th to 1/16th of 
an inch) crab or spider-like creatures that 
may be biack, red, green, or yellow (usually 
they're part black and part transparent). 
Probably you'll first notice that the top 
surfaces of lower leaves have speckles — 
tiny white or yellow specks caused by the 
mites Sucking plant juices. Look up to the 
light through a damaged leaf, and you might 
‘see transparent specks from mite damage, or 
black specks, which are the mites. Poke 
them with your finger, and they'll run away 
(you now know that, sadly, you have a 
problem). One mite, the eriaphyid mite 
(Acrilopos cannabicola) is specitic to 
Cannabis. \f the infestation is 
well-established, you'll see spider webbing 
at the crooks of branches and leaf stalks. By 
this time you're in real trouble, and if the 
plants are nearing maturity, just try to keep 
the damage to a minimum betore harvesting. 

Orthene is the most effective; it and 
diazinon, malathion, and pyrethrum sprays 
are the only reasonably effective and safe 
sprays to use. Kelthane, which works well 
against mites, is harmful to the environment, 
and to you, and is not recommended, 
Diazinon, pyrethrum, and malathion sprays 
might work if you are not in a major 
agricultural area. In such areas, where the 
mites have become resistant, they're 
useless. 

Spray at seven day intervals at least three 
times. Don't spray if you're within three 
‘weeks of harvest. Washing the plants with 
Soap is not worth the hassle. Soapy sprays 
work well for some plants, but with mites on 
marijuana, they don't help much at all, Mites 
are protected by marijuana’s "hairy" or 
cystolith-covered leaves. No soap or water 
remedy for mites on marijuana seems to work 
effectively, even when used with detergent 
penetrants. 

To prevent mites, periodically spray your 
plants with fresh water. Mites like a dry, 
stagnant environment. In several grow 
rooms, a twice-weekly spray of fresh water to 
the undersides of all leaves helps 
significantly in preventing mite infestations to 
all plants, including marijuana. A vent-fan or 
directed fan also helps prevent initial 
‘contamination. Spraying the undersides of 
leaves periodically with water, and keeping 
the air in your room moving are the best 
non-insecticidal procedures to use if you 
anticipate a possible mite attack. 

For infested gardens, lowering the 
temperature slows down the mites more than 
it affects the growth of the plants. Lower the 
temperature at night (open windows) to slow 
the mites’ life cycle. Lowering the 
temperature and spraying with water are both 
helpful if you're nearing harvest and don't 
want to use insecticides, 

Ifyou discover that only one or two plants 
have mites, remove them from the garden, or 
move them to the garden's periphery so that 
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their leaves don't contact another plant's 
leaves. Encircle all pots with a band of 


masking tape or surround the lower stem with 


a cardboard collar. Cover the tape or collar 
with a layer of Tanglefoot or heavyweight 
motor oil. The sticky barrier captures mites 
and stops their spread to other plants, 

One worthwhile treatment for mites, and 


almost any other insect, is a fogger generally 


used for fleas and roaches. These "bug 
bombs” are very effective, but possibly 
poisonous on plants you intend to ingest. In 
fact, use them only in the seedling or 
vegetative stages of growing if other 
insecticides haven't worked. 

Holiday Fogger seems to work the best, 
probably because its concentration of active 
ingredients is mild compared to other 
feggers, such as Hartz, Ortho, or Germain’s 
and other concentrated foggers which can 
damage the plants. Close all ventilation to 
the room and place the fogger so that it 
doesn't directly contact the plants. Raise a 
bedsheet or newspapers above the plants to 
protect them from direct contact with the 


spray (these foggers actually spray the 


insecticide rather than creating a fog). Don't 
enclose the plants; just position the 
protective sheet so that droplets don't land 
directly on the plants; then follow package 
directions. One or two deployments of 
foggers can completely eliminate mites and 
anything else that crawls in your garden. 
After seven to ten days repeat the fogger 
treatment for best results. Foggers and 
systemic treatments may be your best 


options for dealing with mites. They're useful 


for seedlings, but don't use them if your 
plants are flowering, 


Whiteflies are white (you probably 
guessed that), but they’re:not flies; they're 
‘small moths about a tenth of an inch long. 
You'll see the adults fluttering erratically 
about the garden anytime you disturb the 
plants. Eggs, pupae, nymphs, and tiny 
honey- like balls of adult excretions dot the

You are using one of the most 
expensive lights around. When 
you figure the cost of a light, you 
must figure total costs, that is the 
cost of the light that the bulb 
produces. Fluorescent lights emit 
2 1/2 to 3 times the light as an 
incandescent for the same 
amount of electricity. A 175 watt 
lamp on for 12 hous a day at 10 
cents a kilowatt hour costs about 
21 cents a day. Two U-shaped 40 
watt fluorescent tubes would 
cost about 11 cents a day to run 
and provide the plants with more 
light of a better spectrum. 

‘A100 watt high pressure 
sodium lamp (HPS) which costs 
more initially, would give the 
plants more than twice the light 
they are now getting but cost 
only 11 cents a day to run. A 150 
watt HPS lamp would be even 


better for the plants.

Originally the garden was growing 
small multi-headed plants. Six plants 
would fill the grow area. With the ad- 
vent of "‘sea-of-green”-style growing, 
the area is better used by 22 plantlets 
per bucket. The reflector for the trellis 
can be made of various materials: 
heavy mylar using rigid plastic sup- 
port; fine-mesh silver-coated plastic 
screening; or semi-rigid reflective 
plastic. 

Cloning in Rockwool is giving you 
great results. Keep using it.

undersides of leaves. You can eliminate 
many of the larvae by running your fingers 
along the undersides of the leaves, and by 
disposing of heavily infested leaves 
altogether. Whiteflies also attract ants but 
ants don't “cultivate” whiteflies they do 
aphids. As with all insects, if you want to 
"search and destroy” them, lower the 
temperature in your grow room, which makes 
any insect sluggish. 

Control whiteflies by spraying with 
diazinon, malathion, orthene, or pyrethrum 
sprays. Spray at six to eight-day intervals, 
Particularly on the undersides of the leaves. 
Wash the plants with soap (Ivory flakes) to 
help. lower the general population, but this is. 
a pain ifthe plants are beyond the seedling 
stage. Try one of the other treatments 
suggested here. {f you don't want to use a 
chemical insecticide, maintain population 
control by spraying weekly with Safer soap, 
and by hanging sticky attractor cards that are 
available at nurseries, and by vacuuming the 
adults. 

Whitetly Attack is one commercial brand of 
attractor card that captures the adults. These 
sticky cards act like flypaper, and the color of 
the cards attracts whiteflies, gnats, leaf 
hoppers, and flying aphids. Bright 
yellow-green or yellow-orange color attracts 
whitefiies. The yellow-orange color is similar 
to the color of Kodak film envelopes and 
boxes. Cover any facsimile (Kodak slide 
boxes, cardboard painted yellow, etc.) with 
either a very heavy motor oil or Tanglefoot. 


Hang the colored cards or flypaper near the 
plant tops and periodically shake the plants. 
Adult whiteflies land on the cards and stick to 
the tacky surface. These cards won't 
eliminate the problem but they do help to 
curtail a population explosion. 

Also very helpful for whiteflies and any 
other flying insects is. a vacuum cleaner. 

Yes, vacuuming does help. Simply shake 
each plant vigorously, which should force the 
adults to take to the air, and you can suck 
them up like an undersea monster out of 
Yellow Submarine. Then vacuum the 
undersides of leaves. You won't completely 
rid the garden of pests, but especially if 
you're nearing harvest, this is a worthwhile 
control. 

Mealybugs are white, about 1/8” long, and 
look like small, fuzzy, white sowbugs. Once 
mealybugs are well-established, you might 
see cotton-like or wooly materials or “tents” at 
the crooks of branches, or where a leaf stalk 
meets a branch. Marijuana is not a 
mealybug's favorite plant, and it's easy to 
eliminate them, or at least reduce their 
population to nondetrimental proportions. 

Kill mealybugs with a cotton swab dipped 
in standard rubbing alcohol -- seek and 
saturate each bug or cottony mass. 

Diazinon, nicotine-sulphate, orthene, and 
malathion are all effective and sate 
insecticidal controls for mealybugs if the 
"search and destroy” procedure with alcohol 
doesn't control the pest. 

Scale insects encase themselves in a 
waxy or hardened protective covering in the 
adult stages. They're about 1/12" to 1/6” 
long. The adult females are brown and 
stationary, and they establish themselves 
along stems and large branches, but the 


larval stages move about the plant. Check 
along the stems, where you may see a 
hardened, brown protrusion, or what looks 
like a blemish or raised node clinging tightly 
to the stem, which contains an adult. 

Scale infestations are seldom serious, but 
if they appear when the plant is young, you'll 
want to eliminate them. Diazinon, malathion, 
orthene, or a number of oil-based general 
plant sprays should eliminate the pests 
Scale proliferates slowly, making control or 
elimination with alcohol on a cotton swab 
touched to each pest a leisurely task. You 
can also scrape them off with a sharp knife. 
The hand/scrape or alcohol method works 
well enough for minar infestations if you 
watch carefully and keep after them. 

Leaf Hoppers. If you've ever had an 
outdoor garden, you've probably seen leaf 
hoppers. Usually they're green with red 
stripes and about one-half inch long, 
although they also come in other colors or 
color combinations. Leaf hoppers shouldn't 
be an indoor problem, but if you see many of 
them, take the time to spray with pyrethrum, 
malathion, or diazinon before any serious 
problem occurs. Two thorough sprayings with 
any of these insecticides shauld eliminate 
leaf hoppers. Yellow hanging cards with a 
sticky coating, or vacuuming, also helps in 
small gardens. 

Flea beetles are tiny, black, beetle-like 
creatures that jump like fleas. They generally 
attack only flowers, and rarely appear on 
marijuana. One treatment with a diazinon or 
malathion spray should rid the garden of flea 
beetles. 

Thrips are speck-sized insects which 
shouldn't be a problem. Thrips are more

Your observation was correct. The 
gas inside the bulb moves and causes 
the light to pulse. Both the spectrum 
of the light and its intensity may vary 
slightly in a pulse-like action. Itis 
nothing to worry about, just anormal 
phenomenon of the light. 


MINI-GARDEN 


Dear Ed, 

I've developed a small grow system 
that I'd like to tell you about. The 
chamber is 16” wide, 12” deep and 36” 
tall. It's lit by a single 35 watt high 
pressure sodium (HPS) yard light and 
has two 1.5’ computer cooling fans, one 
for air circulation and the other for 
exhaust, which run when the light is on. 

Over the years I've developed a hybrid 
‘strain that matures in three months and 
is very potent. It matures at 24” yielding 
between '/ and ‘/e ounce of buds. The 
garden holds six plants each in a5" 
container. The mix is 25% each—potting 
soil, worm castings, perlite, vermiculite. 

I start off using a 20-hour-on-four- 
hour-off cycle, fertilizing with 5-2-2 fish 
emulsion fertilizer until the plants are 10” 
tall. Then | turn down to 12 hour cycles 
using a 15-85-55 bloom fertilizer. The 
last week, | use only ten hours of light 

This set-up gives me between two and 
three ounces of weed every three 
months.

GENETIC 
PERCENTAGES

Ireceived a seed catalog that offered 
several ruderalis hybrids and claimed 
they contained 4% of the original 
ruderalis genetic material. When you are 
working with hybrids how do you figure 
what percentage of the original material 
is left from the parent plants, when 
you've bred for several generations and 
introduced other varieties along the 
way?

When a plant reproduces sexually, 
50% of the seed’s genetic material 
comes from each parent. If the 
resulting plant is crossed, only 25% 
of the new plant's genetic material will 
come from each first generation. 

Each succeeding generation will 
contain half the material of a 
particular first generation plant than 
the preceeding generation contains. 
Fourth generation plants will contain

genetic material becomes more than a 
little difficult when backcrossing and 
other sophisticated breeding 
techniques are used. 

The breeder was looking for certain 
desirable characteristics from the 
original ruderalis; its early indication 
of sex and flowering. With each 
succeeding generation more of the 
ruderalis characteristics were 
removed, while selecting for ruderalis, 
indication and flowering traits.

Dear Ed, 

Thave been growing small quantities 
of marijuana in a3’ <3’ closet with little 
or no ventilation. | use a single 150-watt 
high pressure sodium lamp. The plants 
are growing well. How about burning a 
candle to create CO,? Would a fan help 
even without external ventilation? 
—Low-Tech 

Fresno, CA 
Acandle would help. Since the space 
needs only a small amount of CO.,.a 
single candle, burning when the light 
is on will create enough CO, to 
increase.the growth rate dramatically. 
The best kind to use are the religious 
and cult candles which are enclosed 
in long glass containers. 

Internal ventilation will help create 
stronger stems on the plants, and 
increase air circulation in the micro- 
environment surrounding each leaf. 
This also increases the growth rate.

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of the Light...

We hiked far down the slopes behind my 
house, using machetes to clear a path 
through the sometimes impenetrable 
jungle. Lots of wild fruit and vegetables, 
great beauty. As we walked, Tommy 
explained how you had to be aware of the 
police helicopters which scoured the 
island seasonally for signs of marijuana. 
This yearly police harassment was 
already old hat in Hawaii, long before 
people grew weed on the mainland. To be 
inconspicuous, plants had to be spaced, 
preferably 20 to 30 feet apart. They also 
had to be partially surrounded by trees, 
but still positioned to receive a full day of 
sunshine. In addition, you had to take 
care not to leave visible trails because 
they serve to alert local rip-offs. 
Therefore, just getting to the pot was hard 
work, with impassable jungle and steep 
slopes. Growing weed here would be no 
picnic. 

Although initially impressed by 
‘Tommy’s knowledge of pakalolo growing, 
I quickly saw that any moron who lived in 
Hawaii for any length of time would know 
about helicopters and thieves. He knew 
practically nothing about fertilizing 
technique, which, next to genetics and 
proper sunlight, is the most important 
aspect in growing a great crop. 

In the weeks that followed, I planted 
40 kakis below my house. One day 
‘Tommy stopped by to see how they were 
doing. When we hiked to the terraces, we 
found that my plants had been stolen, 
despite their being only two feet tall. I 
was stunned and disappointed, but 
‘Tommy said that he knew how to take care 
of the situation. 

“Let's go to my house and get my guns 
and German shepherds,” he said. “We 
need to teach your neighbors some 
respect.” 

I didn’t like violence, but I jumped 
into Tommy's pickup nonetheless. A short 
way up the road we encountered a 12- 
year-old boy riding his bike. Tommy 
pulled up to him and said: 

“Hey brah, you see that haole’s house 
obah deah? You stay away from dat house 
or I gone make you makei.” (In Hawaiian, 
“makei” means dead.) 

A bit further on, we stopped in front of 
two huge young mokes who sat beside the 
road on some steps leading off the 
highway up to their yard. 

“Hey brah, you been to da haole’s 
house today?” asked Tommy.

As he dialed the 
number, two cars screeched to a halt ina 
one on each side of the 
pickup. Tommy ran for the truck; the 
‘occupants of the car jumped out. A quick 
count revealed 12 big. fat, ugly, mean 
Hawaiians, armed to the teeth with just 
about every weapon you could think of. 
‘Tomny shifted into and the clutch 
slipped, just as the truck was being 
surrounded. A baseball bat shattered 
window, riddling me with shards of gla: 


I dove for the floor. 
again; thi 
nptied his 10-shot semi-automati 
ol into the rear tire. 
When the truck finally lurched 
forward, the mokes in front had to jump 
out of the way. The clutch finally grabbed 
fully, and we were on the highway in 
cconds. Fortunately for us, Tommy had 
sealer in all four tires, so the bull 
riddled rear tire would hold for at least a

We picked up speed, leaving the 
Hawaiians behind. I breathed a sigh of 
relief and Tommy smiled with an arrogant 
grin as he reached his head out the 
window to adjust the side-view mirror. As 
he did so. an explosion of glass occurred. 
A 30:30 bullet hit the back window and 
passed through the front in a trajectory 
where Tommy's head had been a instant 
before. If this wasn’t a miracle, it was the 
luckiest coincidence Tommy would ever 
experience. 

My old lady and I returned to the house 
after being away overnight, but we were 
no longer to be tolerated in the 
neighborhood. At dawn the 
the two boys from across the 
began shooting their M-1s over the roof of 
our house. We packed up and were gone 
within the hour

With the severe housing shortage on 
the island, we had few immediate 
options, so I called Kenny and accepted 
his offer to move in with him and his old 
lady. 

Phoning Tommy to tell him what I was 
up to, he had a word of caution: 

“Brah, I gotta tell you a bit more about 
Kenny so you understand where he’s 
coming from. On Maui they call him ‘On 
Dinero.’ Money is that boy’s god. He’s a 
snake, a liar and most likely a thief as 
well.” 

Taughed silently, flashing on the fact 
that Tommy could just as easily been 
describing himself. But Tommy was right. 
Moving in with Kenny would be the worst 
turn of events in my life, but as we turned 
from the coastal highway mauka at the 
Akaka Falls turnoff and into the first 
driveway on the right, I refused to be 
this could be true. The house and yard 
were a beautiful sight to behold. But 
that’s another story... 

I finally returned to Hawaii in the 
spring of 1976 after a year in Southeast 
Asia. Recuperating from a massive 
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heroin habit, I just wanted to get back 
into the pakalolo scene. If I planted a 
crop now, I could be rich in the fall. My 
old lady had taken our two boys when she 
left me, so I was free to move into the 
jungles of Hawaiian Acres near Mountain 
View. My friend Donald Prophet had a 
five-acre spread with a shack he had built 
himself hidden in the middle of the 
property under a thick stand of ohia- 
Mehua. He had recently split up with his 
old lady on Maui, where he had lived 
since 1968. Like most pakalolo farmers 
in Hawaii, Don loved his San Miguels 
and Heinekens. He would prove an 
invaluable teacher in the art of pakalolo 
cultivation. 

Once we got started, our rout 


e rarely 
varied: we understood each other well 
and made quite a team. Typically, we 
each grabbed a 75-pound sack of 
fertilizer from under the shack where we 
stored several tons, slung it over our 
shoulders and headed for the marijuana 
patches scattered throughout Hawaiian 
Acres. 

The most important prerequisite i 
growing superb marijuana is proper seed 
strain. Good weed such as Thai elephant 


or Afghani cannabis indica were more 
popular, but pot whose ancestry had been 
hed in Hawaii for many 
generations proved most potent of all 
Our seeds were germinated on the 
moon for quickest germination. I started 
my *kakis” in tiny plastic starting cups 
filled with Micapeat (one seedling px 
cup) and kept the cups ina sunny glen in 
the forest by our shack inside a screen-

covered box as protection against 
voracious insects. Initially the only 
nutrient added was liquid seaweed, a 
non-toxic additive which supplied every 
trace element. In two weeks the plants 
were big enough to withstand the insects 
and we loaded them into a wooden crate, 
thirty cups to a crate, hauling the crates 


on our shoulders down the muddy path 
from the shack, through the rainforest 
onto Road #5. 

Hiking 150 yards to another clump of 
thick ohia-lehua rainforest we cut off 
from the road—anywhere a trail was 
visible was an open invitation for local 
ripoffs. 

Thieves prowled 


4X ds, continually 
searching for a haole’s pakalolo patch, 
therefore we always made our path begin 


in the shade of rainforest because in such 
shade there was little vegetation which 
could be stomped upon, thus no visible 
trail would be seen from the road. Once 
deep in the rainforest, we could cut out to 
the sunny glens of staghorn fern and 
blaze all the trails we needed. The terrain 
was rough, with lots of cracks, crevices, 
and quicksand. Under such conditions, 
loaded down with a gun, shovel, and 
crate of kakis hiking was not easy 


Because topsoil is not abundant on most 
parts of the Big Island, it was nece: 


sary 
to clear a wide area of staghorn fern and 
together into 
mounds. In the hot sun, you got soaking 
wet in minutes. 

Once we gathered the soil together, we 
returned to the shack and hiked back 
from there with a 75-pound sack of 
fertilizer. As I said, Don showed me all 
he knew about growing marijuana; he

stages of plant growth. When seedlings 
were first planted, the mixture contained 
mostly nitrohumous (composted humar: 
feces), which provided nitrogen in a non- 


toxic form, essential in a plant's early 
stages of growth. Additionally, small 
amounts of rock sulphate and calcium 
carbonate were added, both also nor 
toxic. Tiny amounts of lime finished this 
first recipe. This would later be worked 
into the soil. 

Four w 
into the ground, chicken shit was added 
to the above mixture while nitroh 
was phased out. Three to four weeks after 
this, the same n minus the 
nitrohumous. was added to pig shit. a 
stronger fertilizer with higher potassium 
and nitrogen than chicken shit. One 
month later, bat shit was added. In 
conjunction with a good rain, this 
resulted in plant growth of up to six 
inches in 48 hours. 

When the female plants first declared 
their sex they received lots of potassium 
and phosphate (with a cutback in 
nitrogen) from fertilizers such as 0-18-20 
or K-MAG with lots of rock phosphate. At 
all points in the growing cycle, liquid 
seaweed was used.

Don and I planted on many 
unconnected terraces—in the event one 
patch was discovered, other areas would 
remain undetected, but all these diff 
locations and access trails meant lots of 
hiking. Considering a fertilizer sack 
weighed 75 pounds, and each of the 
hundred or so plants needed one full bag 
during the course of its growth, you can 
see that it took a lot of labor to maintain 
these terraces. 

After a hard day in the fields, it sure 


nt 


was nice to get back to the shack for a few 
beers. We spent lots of our spare time in 
the afternoons shooting target practice, 
just in case. There had recently been 
another pot-related killing up in Fren 
Forest—the locals meant business. They 
considered the land theirs, as well as any 
pot growing on it. They didn’t mind 

“givin’ one lic 

killing during a rip-off meant little in 
these parts. 

One evening after dusk, I arrived at 
“Desolation Row” without a flashlight 
and had to feel my way along the obstacle 
course leading to the shack. Several 
neighborhood growers had stopped by 
and a party was in progress. There were 
still a couple of cases of beer left, much 
to my delight. It looked like another 
lively night with the boys. These rowdy 
youngsters thrived in the hostile 
environment of the Acres, loving the 
danger, excitement, and austerity. 

Itrained in torrents all night long and | 
awoke to a cheerful, bright sunshiny day. 
Don and I set out for the terraces with a 
sack of fertilizer apiece perched atop our 
shoulders. After the arduous trek through 
dense jungle and knee-deep mudholes, 
we emerged, soaking wet, to a mournful 
sight: The seven-foot plants were torn 
apart, branches mangled, some ripped 
off the stock, others hanging limply, 
broken but not separated from the plant. 

Huge jungle rats had created this 
havoc, having been flooded out of th 
nests by the previous night's atypical 
downpour. Seeking refuge. the 
our plants apart to construct temporary 
nests. 

On this second day of July, it was still 
early enough in the season for the plants 
to recuperate, None would die as a result 
of the rats, and I would find that the 
plants actually thrived on such harsh

pruning. 

Because hybrid marijuana seeds 
generally yield a proportion of plants le 
than 50% male, most of the plants I had 
started in April had declared female. 
Nonetheless, I had to maintain constant 
vigilance for male plants. beeause even a 
stunted male of only a foot in height could 
fertilize an almost infinite number of, 
females in a wide vicinity. Each time | 
found a male, I yanked it out by the root 
and saved the leaves, which were worth 
50 per pound if | mailed them to the 
mainland. 

As Don and I hiked back through the 
rainforest towards the shack, I 
contemplated the exotic flora anchored in 
the steaming jungle floor beneath the 
verdant canopy: Tiny rainwater streams 
trickled in abundance, creating a moss- 
covered carpeted ground. There grew 


countless varieties of fern, the most 
noticeable being the mighty eight-foot 
hopoo. Under the thick stands of oh 
lehua grew sour guava and sweet Surinam 
cherries. The steamy mist rising from the 
dark, moss-covered jungle carpet and the 
brooks flowing with the night's run-off 
made me feel as if I were in Middle 
Earth. 

I met Mutley in September. At 23, he 
had carved a niche for himself by meeting 
many growers on the Big Island and 
buying all their weed. which he mailed to 
his hometown of Seattle. From there, he 
sent cocaine to Hawaii, which was cut 
heavily and made him a lot of money. Big, 
blond. and boyish-looking, he earned his 
nickname because his droopy facial 
features brought to mind a bloodhound. 
He reminded me of Mr. Haney on Green 
Acres, driving a beat-up old pickup 
truck, and always trying to make out like 
a bandit on any deal. Mutley would be my 
main distributor in the near future. 

Besides Mutley, Don had two friends 
from New York that also dealt some of my 
weed. They flew from Honolulu to the Big 
Island in their own plane, carrying a 
briefcase full of hundred dollar bills with 
which to purchase weed. These two guys 
made almost $700 per pound on each 
pound they sent to New York. I preferred 
selling to Mutley, however, because he 
would always outbid the competition by 
whatever it took to get what he wanted. 

During this time Don and I finally 
moved from the shack to a modern house 
in Pahoa. Early each morning, we drove 
out to the Acres, taking the back road 
short cut through Ainaloa Estate: 

We always toked on fat, gooey joints of 
da kine, some varieties being so strong 
that it made a novice throw up. Each 
huge toke enhanced my appreciation of 
the beauty which surrounded us, the 
millions of wild orchids amidst endless 
seas of staghorn fern. 

The few huts, sparsely dotting the 
Hawaiian Acres landscape, as well as the 
more infrequent treehouses, were home to 
the hippie pakalolo farmers, who had 
carved their modest dwellings out of the 
inhospitable jungle. The Acres was a 
harsh, majestic land, scorched by the 
equatorial sun and drenched by trade 
wind rain clouds from the east. It was a 
place where only the strong survived and 
prospered; a land where a person 
struggled tenaciously for existence in a 
relentless battle against elements, 
ripoffs, and police—a lopsided contest 
with the unlimited funds of the DEA, on 
the one hand, and welfare checks, on the 
other. This was the way of the Acres, a 
place growing the finest marijuana on the 
face of the earth. 
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I went into the fields with an empty 
garbage bag and returned with a full load 
of sticky, cherry-smelling buds.

We dried our buds in our new house out 
in Pahoa, in the attic. The sweet perfume 
from the buds in the attic was heavenly, 
delighting the senses. 

I paid people the going rate of $10 an 
hour to manicure the buds. We would get 
seven or eight people together and have a 
week-long party as we manicured the 
buds, drank beer, and smoked chokers of 
dakine. 

Tended up with 40 pounds of clean 
primo, and I knew I could earn $12,000 
extra if Ttook them to the mainland, so I 
made arrangements with Mutley to meet 
his brother in Seattle. 

‘Things were heat 


1977, and I had been quite fortunate in 
harvesting that year. All the Big Island 
growers followed the news that summer 
about Operation Green Harvest which 
would include the DEA, local police, and 
National Guard helicopters. | remember 
right befor 
came within a few hundred yards of our 
property and changed course before 
arriving at our property. As it turned out, 
Green Harvest never did make it to the 
Big Island that year, having busted all the 
other islands, but I could see the writing 
on the wall—next year they would make 
it to the Big Island, 

During one of my trips to Seattle. 
Mutley’s younger brother showed me a 
bud which had been grown indoors. 
under halides, It was a kille 
Hawaiian, but very close. I was

SINSEMILLA—BUNK 
OR THE BEST? 


Dear Ed, 

Iwas very amused by the letter from 
“A True Life Connoisseur (TLC)” in the 
March issue. He calls indoor sinsemilla 
“bunk” and grade “B” bud. | am writing 
to set the record straight once and for 
all 

I've been smoking weed since 1974 
and I've smoked them all: Panama Red, 
Colombian Gold, a dozen varieties of 
Mexican, Thai, loose Thai, Thai stick, 
Cambodian, Ethiopian, Nigerian, etc. 

None of those weeds remotely 
compares to grade “A” sinsemilla of 
1989. Today's sinse is 3-5 times 
stronger, has no seeds or stems, and 
gets you way higher than any sun-dried 
weed from back when. 

The reason you probably don't “get 
off” on sinse today is because there is 
nothing exotic or romantic about it. | 
remember in my youth being impressed 
by the names of weed. But I earned that 
weed called Cambodian, Laotian or 
Vietnamese generated more interest 
and was more saleable than a common 
weed such as loose Thai. 

I smoked only good weed years ago 
and judged it solely on its merits, not its 
price or nomenclature. TLC fondly 
remembers weed from 10-15 years ago 
as super-strong. However, his tolerance 
was low, and he wasn't as experienced a 
smoker at that time so particular highs 
were more memorable. 

can remember back in 1975 | rolled 
up at least one jay for every person ina 
group. A group of five people could 
easily smoke a '/2 ounce in an afternoon 
Try doing that with today’s indoor sinse 
hybrids. | don’t think you can. 

Ifyou really remember Santa Marta 
Gold you may have flashbacks of sitting 
ona bed with an album cover or a shoe 
box lid, cleaning an ounce for an hour 
before you could smoke it. In the end ‘/s 
to 24 of the weight would be seeds. The 
high was good then, but today 
Colombian won't do the trick for an 
experienced connoisseur like myselt. 

Memory tends to romanticize the old 
favorites, the brand names, but, truth be 
told, only one of five batches would be 
the real deal shit of true lineage. The 
other four were often similar looking, 
baked out, sun-dried weed that could be 
passed off as the genuine article. It was 
the same story with Thai, Jamaican, and 
other exotic weeds. 

Most of the weed took six months toa 
year to get to US markets and was 
compressed, sometimes ruining the 
taste and smell. The curing process 
produced a product that was often moldy 


and nearly always harsh on the lungs. 
Now, all that sticks out in your mind is the 
occasional good batch of properly cured 
weed, not the more often bad batches of 
shit weed. 

Indoor sinsemilla is very fresh, takes 
only a few months or less to reach the 
market, tastes and smells wonderful and 
burns beautifully. | will admit that I don’t 
really have a passion for skunk the way 
the young dopers do today. But skunk is 
not the only type of indoor bud. There 
are literally hundreds of indica/sativa 
indoor hybrids and early maturing 
sativas to choose from. These are 
extremely psychoactive, long lasting and 
are taste sensations. 

How can you honestly say that 
yesterday's Mexican, Colombian, and 
Thai were better than today's smoke? | 
remember black African that was more 
of a quaalude than weed. That was 
great? 

TLC may like the sleepy CBN—or 
CBD—laden high that comes with 
imported weed. You still see Colombian 
and “Thai” in New York City these days. 
The only people who would smoke it are 
fools who are charmed by the exotic 
names. 

| respect TLC’s right to smoke the 
moldy brown stuff, but the question to 
ask is: Why?

FERTILIZER 


Dear Ed, 

lam growing ina 3’ x 5'x7' area 
using a 175 MH. | use a 5-1-1 fish 
emulsion fertilizer every second 
watering. What should | use when the 
plants are phased into flowering? 

Ihave to keep the plants under 5 1/2" 
tall when they are mature. How many 
plants should | grow in this space? 
—The Budmaster, 

Detroit, MI 


Fish emulsion fertilizer is very high in 
nitrogen (N) as compared with 
phosphorous (P) and potassium (K) 
which are always listed in the order N- 
P-K on fertilizer boxes. 

N promotes stem growth and 
elongation, especially in low-light and 
warm environments. Rather than the 
fish fertilizer, try a more balanced 
blend with near equal amounts of N 
and P for the vegetative cycle, until 
the plants are about 12” tall and 
placed into flowering. Then use a mix 
low in N, high in P, with moderate 
amounts of K, such as a 5-30-20. 

Asmall plant garden should 
contain between 1-9 plants per 
square foot, but 4 is usually 
considered convenient (four 6” 
containers fit nicely into a square 
foot).

Dear Ed, 

| received the seed catalogs from both 
Dutch companies. Their seeds averaged 
$5 apiece. Are there any other Dutch 
companies? Is it legal for them to sell 
seeds?

Five dollars is not that much to pay 
for a seed. Half the seeds are capable 
of producing a very valuable plant. 
(The other half are males.) When you 
consider the price of a hybrid tomato 
‘seed as compared with its potential 
production, the seed is reasonably 
priced on that basis alone. However, 
let's consider just what a seed 
represents. The seed is the cutting 
edge of breeder's art. It represents 
Not just one plant, but the 
unsuccessful trials, the intuitive 
selections, the thousands of rejected 
plants, and the efforts of a talented 
researcher. 

The seed is the cheapest way of 
improving your garden. No matter 
how sophisticated the technology of 
agarden and meticulous the 
gardener, the result will be only as 
good as the seeds. After spending 
hundreds or thousands of dollars for 
equipment, upkeep, electricity, 
maintenance and rent what's a few 
dollars for seed? If a breeder's seeds 
help gardeners produce a crop which 
is heavier yielding and much more 
potent, why begrudge them a profit? 
At today’s prices, one gram extra 
yield per plant repays the cost of two 
seeds. 

Selling seeds is illegal. 


THE IMPORTANCE OF 
MALES 


Dear Ed, 

Not enough is said about selecting 
strong males when producing seed. | 
learned the hard way that a good male 
must be used to create good seeds. 
‘Since the male contributes 50% of the 
genes, close attention must be paid to 
the male's characteristics. 

If you want quicker maturing plants, 
choose an early maturing male. The 
plants resulting from the cross will 
mature earlier. 

Too many people kill off most of their 
males before properly inspecting their 
properties. When it comes time to breed, 
growers are often left with “any old 
male.” 

‘Agrower has 2-4 weeks to let males 
mature before they are in real danger of 
runaway pollination. During this time the 


male growth patterns should be watched 
closely for good characteristics. Here 
are some | look for: 

4) Prolific, strong males produce females 
which are fast-growing and vigorous. 

2) Males with many flowers pass this 
characteristic along to their daughters. 
3) When pollinating a late maturing 
female, choose an early or mid-season 
maturing male. 

4) Males which grew from seed sets that 
produced good females are consistant 
producers of seeds which grow potent 
plants. 

5) Compact males produce short 
females. 


6) Hybrids are the most vigorous plants 
in the garden so try to cross varieties 
which are not closely related. Hybrids 
produced from plants which have 
already been hybridized vary in 
characteristics but also outpace 
purebreds. 
7) Male branches can live in a bucket of 
water for 2-3 weeks. Fertilize the water 
mildly with bloom fertilizer. A teaspoon of 
corn syrup per gallon of water supplies 
the cuttings with supplemental food. 
8) Always separate the males from the 
females so that no accidental pollination 
can take place.

DIFFERENT HIGHS 


Dear Ed, 

My frat brother says that different 
strains of pot give different distinct highs. 
Isay THC is THC, and the high is 
subjective, depending on set and setting. 
Who's right?

You are both right. the high is a 
subjective experience which is. 
definitely influenced by the 
expectation of the user. Different 
varieties of marijuana also promote 
different highs. For instance, indicas 
seem to have heavier highs than 
equatorial sativas, which are known 
for their soaring, spacy intoxication. 
The THC molecule, “Delta 9,” has 
been chemically delineated. However, 
ithas many analogs which vary just a 
bit. Some of these are also probably 
psychoactive, creating slightly 
different sensations. The various 
combinations of cannabinoids each 
affects the brain slightly differently. In 
addition, the non-cannabinoid 
compounds found in the smoking 
material may also have an effect. 
These include the essential oils which 
give different strains of marijuana 
their distinctive flavors and aromas.

HT: Why aren’t they publicized by the 
media? 

AH: They are. There was a feature in the 
Daily News Magazine section in August. It 
was entitled, "The Best Kept Secret.in 
America is Campus Activism." 

It’s regionalized right now. What's 
going on is a lot of conferences and 
newsletters in California, the Southeast, 
Towa City, Madison, Wisconsin, Boston or 
New York City. There was one serious 
attempt made, last year at Rutgers 
Uni ry, to bring together 700 student 
activists. Unfortunately, it was too broad. 
Too wide open. And every faction in the 
world went at each other’s throat. A great 
opportunity was lost. But the remnants of 
that are building in the National Student 
Action Union, which is centered in Rutgers 

It’s only going to be a matter of time 
before these regional and local activists 
decide to go national--national marches, 
national communications. Better 
‘comprehension of electronic bulletin boards 
and computerizing. Eventually there are 
going to be younger people that are not 
going to get so interested in arguing over 
some “ism’” versus another "ism." All the 
“isms” are finished anyway. They're going 
to get into the very practicalities of 
communication of ideas. Then we're going 
to have some exciting times. 

If we don’t, by the way, the country is 
finished. The country’s gone. In other 
words, I don’t believe we are operating with 
an unlimited lifespan anymore. 

When we were young, we just figured 
all this would be going on forever. We were 
part of a movement. And that’s very 
interesting work, because you just went on. 
‘The movement would decide if you got 
killed, if you got thrown in jail, if you got 
kicked out of your apartment, whatever. 
That's a revolutionary feeling. 

If you really want to get into it, you have 
to really confront your fear of death. You're 
not afraid to die for what you believe in. All 
these other things are going to fit into place. 
Somehow, the young people are going to 
have to solve the problems of survival, and 
develop strategies for winning and success 
in the social areas. And they better. Our, 
environmental life span is severely limited. 
We're getting severely crowded by 
overpopulation and the destruction of land 
and water supplies. 

But let’s talk about something happy. 
Hey, we're looking at a peace movement 
going on around the world. Loads of wars 
have stopped in the last year. The Cold War 
is over. That’ s exciting! What potential this 
allows this country--to cut back on its 
military spending and get into social issues. 
There will be money to attend to medical 
needs. to attend to our environmental needs. 

The most exciting political 
developments in the world are coming out 
of Moscow right now, and I think everyone 
in the world knows this, including George 
Bush. If he’s smart, he'll just follow 
Gorbachev. And if we're lucky, Gorbachev 
won't get shot. 

‘There’s gonna be a lot of excitement. I 
think this is quite an exciting, astonishing 
time to live through. I mean, I wish I was 
young again, frankly. @

Federal fugitive. Abbie loved to get away 
with stuff, 

T'll never forget the time we tried to 
crash Tricia Nixon's party at the White 
House. Grace and Tricia had gone to the 
same school, so Grace got an invitation 
to this tea party. Abbie went with her as 
her escort—his hair all slicked back, 
looking like a gigolo—and I was the 
driver. Grace brought about five million 
tabs of acid with her; she was gonna 
spike the punch. Unfortunately, security 
didn't let them in. Too bad—Nixon 
tripping on acid certainly would have 
had some interesting historical 
implications. 

Abbie turned me on to Nicaragua. He 
told me to go down there. It's like San 
Francisco was in the ’60s, or Paris in the 
20s. Abbie had a facility for turning 
lights on that needed to be turned on. 
Wherever a light needed to be shined, 
Abbie was there. 


ARON KAY, marijuana activist: 

Abbie should be remembered as a true 
revolutionary, not a druggie who killed 
himself. He transformed society. Him not 
being with us is like the Kennedys, 
Martin Luther King and John Lennon not 
being with us. He may be gone, but his 
energy continues. The way to remember 
Abbie is to have constant, meaningful 
protests against the fucking status quo. 


WILLIAM KUNSTLER, radical lawyer: 

People keep asking me, did Abbie 
change? My answer is yes. Over the last 
15 years he became more of a participant 
and less of a publicist. He was a political 
prankster during the Yippie experience, 
aclever manipulator of the media. He 
knew how to use satire, parody and 
ridicule for political purposes. But then 
he got involved, as Barry Freed [his 
underground alias), in the St. Lawrence 
River movement and later at the 
University of Massachusetts with Amy 
Carter and more recently in the Dump 
the Pump campaign for the Delaware 
River. He realized that he didn’t have to. 
be the dominant figure—he could work 
with other people without having to be 
the big cheese. 

Abbie was disappointed that young 
people were not out behind the 
barricades. Times change; great efforts 
exhaust people. We're all waiting for the 
next battlefield 

Ijust don’t think he took his life. Abbie 
would've left a long note. Knowing him— 
he was such a publicist—Abbie wouldn't 
have departed without giving us his final 
words. @

felt good and it didn’t seem to hurt 
anybody, so it ought to be legal. As 
the years went on and I wrote about 
hemp, or pot, I found out that, besides 
marijuana, this thing that we all 
wanted legal, that this amazing plant 
had been taken out of our history 
books by either ignorance or apathy or 
a mild type of censorship, How do we 
explain hemp as marijuana to the 
schoolchildren, let’s just leave it out 
and call it "other fibers.” 

“Let me tell you about other fibers. 
You here going to the University of 
Michigan will find out if you go to 
your library that hemp is the number 
one biomass on this planet. 

“The reason ‘hemp is marijuana’ is 
important is that marijuana was the 
excuse to outlaw hemp, because if 
hemp were legal, 50% of your clothes 
would have hemp fibers in them. 
They'd be four times warmer, four 
times softer, four times more water 
and smell absorbent, and last 26 
times longer. And you can’t smoke 
them, but it’s illegal to wear. 

"The only reason we cut down trees 
on earth is that pot is illegal. It’s 
cheaper to make paper out of pot. It 
only uses one-sixth the chemicals to 
dissolve the litmus. It’s 80% more 
ecological to make paper out of pot 
and it lasts longer. 

Finally, Ben Masel, HIGH TIMES 
Counterculture Hero of the Year and 
the man behind the Marijuana Action 
Committee, spoke: "I just had an 
interesting experience up here. I was 
at a table with t-shirts available for 
donations to support the cause, to go 
towards the rallies coming up in 
Illinois. And your University police 
told me I was violating a law 
regarding vending. I informed them 
about the United States Supreme 
Court case called Citizens for a Better 
Environment vs. Schaumburg, Illinois, 
where the Supreme Court held that 
raising funds to express your views is 
as protected by free speech as actually 
expressing them. They also put a 
limitation when they issued a permit 
for this sound system that it only be 
up for an hour. Which is also a 
violation of our free speech rights. My 
quick civies lesson: The First 
Amendment to the Constitution says 
that freedom of speech, press, religion 
and assembly shall not be infringed, 
You look in Webster's and what does 
‘infringe’ mean? It says: limit, like in 
limit to one hour. Now, the people 
who spoke to them here also had to 
promise, to get this permit, that they 
wouldn’t advocate that anyone 
commit acts of civil disobedience. This 
is called ’prior restraint on free 
speech.’ Now, I’m not gonna tell you to 
commit an act of civil disobedience, 
T'm not gonna tell you not to commit 
an act of civil disobedience. 


“There is another act of civil 
disobedience I am going to encourage 
you to commit. They've told us that 
raising funds with which to 

further express our views--put on 
more rallies like this, do educationals 
and printing, that that’s violating the 
law. I'm gonna encourage you to 
commit an act of civil disobedience by 
donating to NORML. We'll have three 
buckets going through, all donations 
will be used to further the cause.” 

As he finished speaking, Ed 
Rosenthal took the mike and 
delivered an impassioned plea on 
behalf of NORML. In a message eerily 
reminiscent of Oral Roberts, Ed 
warned the crowd that he had spoken 
with God, and that God was going to 
call him up, and insist that Ed write 
about other plants, unless the people 
gave vast amounts of money to 
NORML. 

‘And it worked. People literally 
showered Ed with money in a virtual 
hailstorm of spare change. At the 
benefit concert afterwards as well, 
thousands of dollars were raised on 
behalf of NORML, which will insure 
that this year’s Summer of Protest 
will be just the beginning for cannabis 
protest’ movement. As more and more 
people come out to events like the 
Hash Bash, it encourages others to 
come out of their grow closets, admit 
to the world that they are a part of 
the most oppressed minority in 
America, and stand up for their rights 
as human beings. 

‘The bad news is that, as usual, the 
city of Ann Arbor is threatening to 
withold permits for next year’s Hash 
Bash. They blamed the vandalism and 
rioting that followed the University of 
Michigan's victory over Illinois in the 
NCAA basketball tournament on 
Hash Bash demonstrators. Everybody 
knows pot people are a peaceful 
bunch, and not prone to the type of 
violence displayed by a bunch of 
basketball jocks, but we were blamed 
for it anyhow. 

The future doesn’t look too bright 
for the HIGH TIMES psychedelic bus, 
either. After the Bash ended, a bunch 
of us jumped on the bus and drove 
around town. It was the greatest 
experience of my life—even the bus 
seemed to join in the fun, bouncing up 
and down happily as people crammed 
inside, making music and banging 
drums. That was the high point--the 
bus developed severe mechanical and 
legal problems after that. 

‘Once it was all over, a bunch of us 
started talking about how much fun 
we had, and how much fun lay ahead. 
What's next? How can we possibly top 
this year’s Hash Bash? Say, wouldn't 
it be great if we could get the world’s 
biggest psychedelic bus caravan to go 
around the whole country and put on 
a Hash Bash in every city in the 
country? 

Until next year, we can only 
dream. @

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insect-like than flea beetles, and with a close 
look you'll see their wings. To check for 
thrips, spread white paper below the plant 
and jar the plant repeatedly. You should see 
tiny, shiny, black specks if thrips are present. 
Orthene or malathion sprayed twice, one 
week apart, should eliminate all of the thrips. 
Flea beetles and thrips only occasionally 
invade a marijuana garden and neither pest 
should be a serious problem. 

Caterpillar is a general term for many 
larvae of moths and butterflies. They have 
‘enormous appetites and the first sign of their 
presence is that portions of the leaves will be 
eaten. Some caterpillars take on the color of 
the host plant, and therefore are hard to spot. 
The "hunt and destroy" method is effective if 
you take the time ot search them out. Some 
caterpillars naturally gravitate to the more 
succulent shoots; so first look along the stem 
of the top growing shoots. Orthene and 
diazinon are eftective killers of most 
caterpillars. For long-term control, repeated 
spraying with Bacillus thuringiensis (a 
beneficial bacteria) prevents and eliminates 
caterpillars, and many other larval or grub 
problems. If you find leaves with portions 
eaten but can't find the caterpillars, wait a few 
hours after the lights have gone off. Turn the 
lights back on, and you'll probably find these 
nighttime feeders near the tops of the plants. 


Ants and termites are major problems 
only when the plants are rooted in the 
ground. Any decaying matter such as 
‘composts or manures attracts both pests. If 
they are a problem, avoid the use of 
composts, humus, and manures in future 
crops. Pull out any ald stumps in the planting 
bed. The best preventative is to mix some 
cedar chips into your planting mixture, or for 
outdoor growers, to mix the chips throughout 
the planting bed. This procedure works very 
well in repelling termites, which may eat into 
the main stem. Simply flooding the bed 
repeatedly may drive termites away. Or buy 
Arab termite control to rid any garden of 
termites. It's safe to use, and doesn’t harm 
tho plants. 

‘Ants also present problems by damaging 
roots or woody parts of the stem. Ants also 
may encourage aphid problems. 

Standard ant traps, ant stakes, or ant 
poisons are completely effective in 
eliminating all ant problems indoors. Or 
surround the base of the stem with a 
cardboard collar. Cover the collar with 
Tangelefoot or a heavy-weight motor oil. 

Earwigs, sowbugs, gnats, and other 
insects living in the soil can be controlled by 
a rotenone soil drench. Two. apy 
should eradicate all pests. All of these 
soil-borne insects prefer and thrive in soils 
rich in composts, humus, and other organic 
materials. Usually they're fairly harmless, 
and only a moderate nuisance. However, 
earwigs and sowbugs may eat and kill 
germinating sprouts, and many soil pests eat 
roots. Get rid of them unless you're nearing 
harvest. 


Mice and rats may eat seeds and shoots 
and hence devastate a newly planted garden 
Most problems with mice and rats occur in 
autumn or winter, because rodents come 
indoors to escape the cold. 

if you've had a problem, the surest 
protection is to surround the plants with 
window screening or another barrier. Once 
plants are past the seedling stage, mice are 
ot a problem, but rats may eat shoots or 
strip away layers of the stem (cambium 
layer), which can kill the plant. Repellents 
sold for rodent control and numerous poisons 
available trom supermarkets and hardware 
stores should work well enough. Be careful 
with rat poisons. Some can kill pets and 
people too. Keep poisons away from the 
plants; never let water wash over the 
poisons and run into your soil. Mothballs 
laid in the perimeter of the garden are 
purported to repel rodents. Set up a barrier 
or enclosure for the surest way to protect 
precious seeds. 

Cats and dogs. Don't rely on training 
your pets to stay out of the garden. Dogs 
may dig or eliminate into the soil. Soil is 
more natural to a cat's instincts than a 
kitty-litter tray. and the jungle ambience of 
marijuana gardens is irresistible to most cats. 
Cats and some dogs also love to chew on 
leaves, and they can easily destroy young 
plants. Devise a cat-and-dog-proof barrier 
before you plant. Once the plants are larger, 
your cats will spend hours in the garden, and 
an occasional munching of a leaf causes no 
harm, 

In General 

Aphids, mealybugs, mites, scale, 
whiteflies, thrips, flea beetles, leaf hoppers, 
cutworms, cabbage worms, leaf miners, and 
many other insects and grub or larval pests 
are susceptible to diazinon, pyrethrums, 
orthene, or malathion. Alternating one 
insecticide (diazinon or orthene) with another 
(pyrethrums or malathion) works better than 
repeated sprayings with only one insecticide. 
Pests often build up resistance in agricultural 
areas, and you should try several sprays if 
the first isn’t working, 


Liquid Sevin also kills almost any insect 
or bug, but it's extremely toxic to beneficial 
insects, bees, and fish. Use Liquid Sevin 
only if other sprays are inettective 

Rotenone is a general, natural insecticide 
derived from the roots of the flame tree and 
other legumes. Although quite effective 
against a wide range of insects, rotenone is 
particularly useful against caterpillars ina 
Spray or dust form, and as a soil drench 
against sowbugs, gnats, and other soil-borne 
insects. 

Safer Insecticidal Soap kills and controls 
aphids, mealy bugs and root mealy bugs, 
scale, spider mites, thrips, whiteflies, leaf 
hoppors, and many other problem insects. 
Safer soap is very popular with growers. Use 
up to one week before harvest. Be sure to 
protect eyes when spraying! 

Systemic insecticides are applied while 
watering. The insecticide is absorbed and 
distributed throughout the plant. Systemics 
are especially lethal to all pests that suck 
plant juices or chew leaves, and they're an 
excellent preventative for all the insects 
described in this chapter. Systemics might 
be your best choice for controlling mites and 
whiteflies. If you have had previous 
problems with mites or whiteflies, try applying 
a systemic when the plants are young, before 
you see any pests. Repeat the application 
‘one month later. 

Many systemics are intended solely for 
ornamentals, since they do not break down 
into harmless by-products quickly. Make 
sure that the systemic you choose is 
intended for use on edible crops, and note 
the number of days before harvest when you 
should stop using the systemic. The average 
time between the last application and harvest 
is about 30 days. Dexol Houseplant 
Insecticide is one safe brand, among many, 
that you can use. @

Seeds are illegal 
by federal law. They are legal in Hol- 
land, but not here. Each state has its 
own law about seeds as well. Where 
I'm from it's a misdemeanor to pos- 
sess seeds and legal to sell them by 
state law...1 wouldn't try it, but that’s 
the law in this state.

All | need to 
know is a good way to store seeds until | 
need them. | keep them in an airtight con- 
tainer in the freezer. | heard this is a good 
way. | have very expensive seeds and | 
would hate to ruin them.

You're storing them the best way you 
can. Do not take them out until you 
need them. Each time they unfreeze, 
you will lose a small percentage of 
them. When you grow your next crop 
be sure to make a large batch of fresh 
seeds for yourself. Try to cover all the 
possible genetic traits at that time. 
This way, as the viability of the original 
seed decreases you will still have 
genetic material to use.

Indoor growing seemed almost too good to 
be true—a person could actually grow pot 
under lock and key and not have to worry 
about helicopters.

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Profile: Jackie Martling

A quick look at the 1961 eighth 
gece class picture from Vernon 

chool in East Norwich, NY shows 
exactly the assortment of 
brace-toothed boys and training 
bra-ed girls you'd expect from a 
fradeschoo! photo. Buta closer 
look reveals a smiling, blond-haired 
boy in the middle of the first row 
flipping the camera the bird. That 
boy's name is Jackie Martling. Not 
surprisingly, Jackie grew up to 
become a comedian--a comedian 

cializing in X-rated one-liners. 

hese days, he's better known as 
Jackie the Joke Man, heard on Rick 
Dees' nationally syndicated "Weekly 
Top 40" and "American Music 
Magazine” shows and in the New 
York/Philadelphia/Washington area 
on the Howard Stern show. 

"Isn't that a classic?" Martling 
says of the photo. "When | first 
started in comedy, | put that picture 
on my wall with ‘What Did You 
Expect?’ under it. | told everyone 
that was gonna be my first album. 
cover." And it was. But how does 
someone go from being a wiseass 
schoolkid to being one of the most 
bappening’ stand-up comedians 
around? ‘The answer's easy 
enough: Martling’s been telling jokes 
his entire life. 

"Early on, | found that | could tell 


people jokes and make them feel 

00d,” explains Martling. "Then | 
found | could tell People jokes and 
get myself laid, and that made me 
feel good. 

“In high school, | was pretty 
smart. I did real well in math and 
science. | went for a hard 
curriculum, because | knew that if | 
didn't, I'd bored. By the time | 
was a sophomore (at Michigan 
State University), | started gettin: 
stoned. | wound up being the only 
guy in engineering who would show 
up for class in bare feet with his 
ne | played in a band called the 

Hour ers the whole time 
and | used to tell jokes onstage.” 

After receiving a degree in 
mechanical engineering, and. 
following the breakup of the Off 
Hour Rockers, Martling returned to 
New York. He eventually got into 
standup comedy full-time in 1979. 
Martling also started the world’s only 
X-rated phone-line (516-922-WINE), 
years before the current telephone 
entertainment craze took the 
country by storm. 

Not only does the joke-line 
provide Jackie's fans with a quick fix 
of his quick quips (which can also 
be heard on his albums What Did 
You Expect?, Goin’ Ape!!, and 
Normal People Are People You 


Don't Know That Well), it also gave 
Jackie the opportunity to be heard 
by anational audience. And he 
didn't even know it! 

"A guy | went to college with was 
driving one day and heard DJ Steve 
Dahl say ‘Let's call Jackie the Joke 
Man,” he remembers. "When he 
heard my voice, he said he nearly 
drove off the road! 

"Then my sister said she was in 
Wisconsin, and all of a sudden | 
came on the radio telling a joke. 
My buddy in Jersey heard it, too. 

He said this guy called Dial-A-Joke 
and it was great. | asked him what 
the joke was, and | said that couldn't 
be my dial-a-joke, because that gag 
hadn't been on for two weeks. We 
finally figured that Rick had been 
calling the joke line and putting it on 
his syndicated show, which is done 
a week or two in advance and plays 
at different times in different areas. 

"Then | got a letter from Dees 
paving ‘| love your jokes and I've 
been lifting them--hope you don't 
mind.’ Of course | didn't. | wanted 
all the disc jockeys in the world to 
know about it so they'd call up. | 
don't care if they steal my jokes; 
that's what they're there for." 

Acleaned up version of the 
joke-line soon made its way to the 
airwaves. National 
syndication--along with sold-out club 

ances, joke books, and live 

videos--followed, all showcasing the 
classic one-two delivery of his 

t-busting, gutter-level jokes. 

unctuated by his own Ey the 

videos and albums show Martling to 
be no less a showman than a 
comedian. He strolls the stage, 
laughing along with the audience, 
encouraging them to "Come on!" or 
scolding a less than enthusiastic 
response with "Fuck you, that was a 
classic, man!" 

"When you're on stage, it's gotta 
be bingo, bango, bingo,” Jackie 
says of his technique, suddenly 

jetting serious and Snapping his 
fingers for emphasis. "There aren't 
many people that do it like that... 
Buddy Hackett and Henny 
Youngman do it like that. But no 
one in my generation does it like 
that, which makes me different." 

While working in Washington, DC, 
Martling first encountered another 
different entertainer: outlaw DJ 
Howard Stern. "A guy told me there 
was a disc jockey in the area who 
did live broadcasts from a nightclub 
in his underwear, that he was 
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Florida! 
Twisted Issues is a pot-smokin’, board ridin’, blood-spillin’ journey into the 
Gainesville, Florida music scene. Filmed, scripted, and pinatced by local 
talent, this shot-on-video slasher comedy is the brainchild of Florida artist 
Charles Pinion. It follows the story of Paul, a young straight edge skate punk 
who gets offed in a parking lot by a group of beerswilling thugs (but manages 
to get his revenge after being reanimated by a mad scientist and his 
assistant), set against a background of Florida skies, rock 'n’ roll house 
parties, and all sorts of weird goings-on. 

The character of Paul is one of the, uh, sharpest satires on the 
Michael/Jason/Freddie brethren of bloodletting bad guys to hit the slasher 
genre in a long time. After being brought back to life and finding his 
skateboard without wheels or trucks, he does the only thing a skate punk 
zombie could do and bolts the board to his foot (just before he dons the 
required slasher uniform--not a goofy Halloween or hockey mask, but a 
totally appropriate fencing mask)! It’s a great gore scene, and it's also funny 
as hell because it looks like he's still riding when he's really just sae his 
victims! And boy, does he stalk victims... eyeballs are ripped out, people are 
impaled, sliced, diced, and there's a way cool shot of a dismembered leg on 
its last skateboard ride! : 

Twisted Issues has lots of interesting characters; there's Hawk, who feeds 
faspberry soda to his plants and ham sandwiches to a flashing creature in 
his cupboard; Charles, who monitors the activities around him on his TV set 
when not taking hedgeclippers to his sprout-hating girlfriend; and the 
scientist and assistant who give Paul a new lease on afterlife. 

Plus there are bands--20 of them, to be exact, proving that there's a lot 
more coming out of Florida than just good Gainesville green. Most 
impressive are Mutley Chix (who perform in the film and have two great 
songs, "Mosh" and "Hangin’ Out”, on the soundtrack), and Cindy Brady's 
Lisp, who score bigtime with the punk bop of "Breakfast at Frankenstein's". 
Other noteworthy finds on the diverse underground soundtrack are Twisted 
Sterility ("Your Brain on Drugs” and "Ugly"), The Reverend Beck's Revue 
("Vomit of Love"), and Doldrums ("All That Shimmers" and "World of Pain’). 

Sure, some of the dialog falters, and some of the gore will make you laugh, 
but | think that’s part of the point. And if not... what the fuck? The same 
things can be said about the films of George Romero and Herschell Gordon 
Lewis. But what Twisted Issues lacks in production values it more than 
compensates for in music, laughs, and good ol’ blood and guts. It's a great 
movie, and a lot of fun! 

It might be hard to find Twisted Issues in your local video store, because 
it's mainly available directly from director Charles Pinion. My advice? Get 
two or three friends and scrape together $15 (for which you'll get a VHS copy 
of the film, a 90-minute soundtrack cassette, and a 16-page booklet with 
band bios, info, and graphics). Then make copies of all of it, Charles won't 
mind; in fact, in the booklet he even encourages it. So make the effort and 
take the risk--you won't be disappointed.

And Greg's Ultimate Party House" and see 
if it was or wa: what it claimed to be. 

‘The first stop was the NORML rally at 
Buckingham Fountain in Chicago. About 
500 people showed up at sort of a 
scaled-down version of the Ann Arbor Hash 
Bash (see page 42). Chris and Greg both 
said the Chicago rally was more fun than 
Hash Wednesday in Champaign, which they 
went to a couple of days before.
